A gay self-employed general contractor running for San Francisco 
mayor spent several cold nights at two local shelters this month, to 
better understand services provided - or not provided - to the city’s 
homeless population. Jim Reid said he learned from the experience and 
hopes it will propel his candidacy, which has so far lagged behind both the 
Mayor Willie Brown (who has yet to formally announce) and the other 
declared candidate, former political consultant Clint Reilly. 

Reid is running on a platform that emphasizes the Brown adminis¬ 
tration’s inability to deal with two problems city voters feel are top pri¬ 
orities: the homeless and Muni. Last year he ran unsuccessfully for su¬ 
pervisor on a campaign that focused on Muni. This year, he’s still running 
on that platform, but has also taken the time to study the homeless issue 
so that he could offer potential voters concrete solutions. 

Reid exudes confidence in his campaign, although he admits it lacks 
something that is critical to winning a citywide race: money. Reid, who 
filed papers for mayor a couple of months ago, plans to formally an¬ 
nounce his candidacy this Tuesday, March 2 at noon outside of what he 
hopes will be his new office, City Hall. 

Understand the problem 

“For the last three months I’ve been saying that if Mayor Brown had 
to be homeless, he’d come up with a solution,” Reid told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in an interview Friday, February 19. Finally, he decided to take his 
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T he lives of young male hustlers on 
Polk Street are on display in a unique 
photo exhibit coordinated by the 
Stop AIDS Project and designed to 
give the young men a voice in the Polk 
neighborhood. 

The display opens today, Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 25, at the Stop AIDS Project Polk 
Street office, 1475 Polk #5 (at California). A 
free public reception from 5 to 7 p.m. will 
serve as the exhibit’s grand opening. 

Marcel Miranda, Polk neighborhood or¬ 
ganizer for Stop AIDS, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he thought of the photography 
project as a way for him and for all of the 
Polk neighborhood to better understand 
the lives of the young men who exchange 
sex for money. 

The idea came after Miranda talked last 
summer with neighborhood merchants and 
residents about HIV prevention and prob¬ 
lems faced in the Polk. It soon became evi¬ 
dent that hustling was a significant concern. 

“Everyone talked about the homeless 
and the hustlers, but they talked about the 
hustlers in the same way they’d talk about 
the weather,”ivliranda. said. “The hustlers 
didn’t seem to have any sort of voice, so I 
wanted to hear from them what their lives 
were like.” 

As a freelance photographer, Miranda 
thought photographs would be a great way 
for the hustlers to communicate. He handed 
out 30 disposable cameras to the young men 
he met around Polk Street. There were no 
rules; Miranda simply asked them to take 
pictures of their lives. As incentives for re¬ 
turning the cameras, Stop AIDS Project gave 
the men new backpacks filled with con¬ 
doms, lube, and toiletries. (The backpacks 
were donated by the Michael Bruno store at 
2267 Market Street.) The men also received 
a set of the photographs that they took. 

More than 200 photographs were taken 
over several months by the young men, 
most of them in their early 20s. About 20 
images were selected and enlarged for the 
public display. 

Some of the pictures are still-life images 
of relevant objects in the hustlers’ lives, like 
pay phones, police cars, or street signs. The

Gay man looks 
bad in Chanel suit

gay man who manages San 
Francisco’s exclusive 
Chanel boutique in Union 
Square is the subject of a sexual 
orientation and gender bias law¬ 
suit filed in United States District 
Court by four former female 
Chanel sales associates. The 
women claim that they were 
forced to quit their jobs at the 
boutique because of the way 
Chanel manager Michael Moser 
treated employees who weren’t 
gay men. 

The lawsuit, filed by the Law 
Offices of Arnold Laub February 
8, alleges that Moser forced the 
women out after he was hired in 
February 1997 because he wanted 
to staff the store with gay men. 

“What’s the old adage? Ab¬ 
solute power corrupts absolutely,” 
Laub said. 

Laub said that discrimination 
in the workplace on the basis of 
sexual orientation and gender is 
illegal, whether such bias is 
against lesbians and gays, or het¬ 
erosexuals. The causes of action in 
the federal District Court claim 
are “particularly egregious,” he 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

An attorney for Chanel has 
said in press reports that the com¬ 
pany investigated the claims and 
that they have no merit. 

“They are either asleep at the 
wheel or ignoring it for their own 
reasons.” Laub countered. In ad¬ 
dition to the four named defen¬ 
dants, Laub said that 17 workers - 
most of them women - left the 
store after Moser took over. All 
were replaced by gay men. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Moser restricted the ability of fe¬ 
male sales associates to sell mer¬ 
chandise throughout the store to 
their customers by requiring them 
to remain in their departments, 
but allowed male employees to 
move with customers throughout 
the store as they shopped in other 
departments, and make lucrative 
commissions on such sales. 

Women working at the store 
were required to report to work 
precisely on time and work with¬ 


out breaks in violation of state 
labor laws but male associates 
often reported to work late or left 
early without being disciplined, 
the lawsuit alleges. 

According to Laub, Moser ver¬ 
bally abused Chanel employees, 
created a work-place atmosphere 
of fear and intimidation, and 
often made “obscene and profane 
comments” at work. 

The lawsuit alleges that Moser 
also asked former sales associate 
Gitty Ghobadian unwelcome 
questions about her sexual activi¬ 
ties and threatened that he could 
terminate her any time. 

Ghobadian, a top sales associ¬ 
ate, charges in the legal action that 
she was forced out of her job just 
weeks before her 10-year anniver¬ 
sary as a Chanel employee, when 
she would have been eligible for a 
higher retirement benefit. 

Basic blackball 

Laub charges that the women 
have also been “blackballed” in 
the fashion and couture industry 
as a result of their employment 
difficulties at Chanel. 

Former sales associate Micky 
McGuire charged in the lawsuit 
that Moser illegally discussed 


“personal and private” informa¬ 
tion about her with a prospective 
employer - which resulted in her 
being turned down for employ¬ 
ment. 

Laub’s office has a long history 
of defending lesbian and gay vic¬ 
tims of sexual orientation job 
bias, and the attorney told the 
B.A.R. that the issue in this law¬ 
suit is Moser’s alleged actions and 
not his sexual orientation. 

“We’re looking at an individ¬ 
ual who lost sight of how his par¬ 
ticular skills should be utilized,” 
Laub said. 

The lawsuit claims that Chanel 
knew about the conduct and that 
by doing nothing, the corporation 
“condoned, ratified, and partici¬ 
pated” in the discrimination. 

Laub said the plaintiffs have all 
suffered losses in earnings, em¬ 
ployment benefits, job opportuni¬ 
ties, in addition to “extreme pain 
and mental anguish.” 

Chanel’s dismissal of the 
claims notwithstanding, Laub 
said that the suit will seek in ex¬ 
cess of a million dollars in dam¬ 
ages on behalf of the former em¬ 
ployees. 

“Many millions are on the 
table,” he said. T 



CCP looking for queer construction 
workers (but then again , who isn't?)

1 ' Francisco’s Lesbian, Gay, 
w W Bisexual, Transgender 
(LGBT) Community Center Pro¬ 
ject (CCP) slated to start in Sep¬ 
tember, the CCP’s board of direc¬ 
tors has put out the call and is ac¬ 
tively looking for LGBT people 
who want to be part of the con¬ 
struction crew. That makes it a 
first, board members said. 

“Never before has a construc¬ 
tion job in San Francisco actively 
sought out LGBT people to com¬ 
plete the project,” said Brenda Bar¬ 
nette, CCP president. “But because 
the Community Center Project is 
being built for LGBT people, and 
being built with substantial invest¬ 
ment from community members, 
we take pride in producing jobs 
for our LGBT people.” 

She said the board has already 
hired an architecture firm in 


which a principal partner is les¬ 
bian, a team of two construction 
firms in which one managing 
partner is lesbian, a property de¬ 
veloper who is gay, and several les¬ 
bian and gay building design con¬ 
sultants. 

Board member Dana Van 
Gorder said the CCP’s outreach to 
community members is three¬ 
fold. “First, we want to include 
LGBT people who are members of 
the construction unions for the 
jobs. Second, we will set aside 
construction jobs for low income 
LGBT people who would like to 
explore work in the construction 
trades. And, third, we want to 
contract with more LGBT compa¬ 
nies who can be subcontractors 
and suppliers for the construction 
project,” Van Gorder said. 

He added the board is aware of 
the fact that not everyone may 
want to be out at work. “Our 
LGBT hiring program will be sen¬ 
sitive to the fact that not every¬ 


body will want to be completely 
open on this job. We will protect 
the privacy of those who want 
privacy. But we can’t help but look 
forward to assembling a construc¬ 
tion crew with gay and straight 
workers working side by side, and 
to opening up the construction 
trades to the presence of out 
LGBT people,” Van Gorder added. 

Barnette said the CCP’s goal is 
part of a larger effort to help stim¬ 
ulate economic development in 
the LGBT community. ▼

HOPWA PARTIAL RENT SUBSIDY PROGRAM

L awyers are selecting a jury to 
hear a Superior Court HIV 
discrimination and medical 
malpractice lawsuit Filed after a 
University of California San Fran¬ 
cisco (UCSF) surgeon refused to 
operate on an HIV-positive gay 
man. . 

The lawsuit was filed under 
provisions of the federal Ameri¬ 
cans With Disabilities Act and the 
California Unruh Civil Rights Act, 
according to plaintiff Steve Ia¬ 
covino’s attorney Gary Cloutier. 

Iacovino’s physicians referred 
him to USCF’s orthopedic de¬ 
partment in 1997 for treatment of 
avasuclar necrosis of the head of 
his humerus, the ball portion of 
his shoulder. The condition is an 
irreversible condition that causes 
blood loss and subsequent bone 
death. 

Iacovino was unable to use his 
arms and hands to dress himself, 
shave, carry groceries, open cans, 
or perform other activities of 
daily living - and was heavily se¬ 
dated with morphine because of 
the excruciating condition. 


In June 1997, after Iacovino 
disclosed his HIV status to UCSF 
orthopedist Dr. Franklin Hoaglund, 
the surgeon refused to operate. 

Hoaglund cite an alleged se¬ 
vere risk of after-surgery infection 
because Iacovino’s medical chart 
noted a T-cell count of 217, but 
Cloutier said there was no legiti¬ 
mate medical reason for the re¬ 
fusal. 

“Basically, T-cells are not a 
major factor in determining 
whether someone will develop 
post-operative infection,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Cloutier also said there is “no 
credible scientific evidence” that a 
patient’s underlying HIV condi¬ 
tion causes greater risk of post¬ 
operative infection. 

“Healthcare providers can’t 
deny treatment to someone solely 
on the basis of HIV without vio¬ 
lating the American’s With Dis¬ 
abilities Act,” Cloutier said. “It’s 
discriminatory.” 

'Hope for a cure’ 

According to Cloutier, Iacovi¬ 
no said in 1997 that he wanted the 
surgery despite any alleged risk 
because he wanted “a semblance 


of a life,” but Hoaglund said he 
couldn’t perform one and urged 
the plaintiff to “hope for a cure” 
for his HIV condition. 

Four months after Hoaglund’s 
refusal to operate, Iacovino suc¬ 
cessfully underwent shoulder re¬ 
placement surgery for both shoul¬ 
ders in Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Three international medical 
experts, including New York Hos¬ 
pital’s Dr. Michael Giordano, an 
infectious disease/HIV specialist 
and Cornell University professor 
who is a former physician to the 
late President Richard Nixon, are 
expected to testify for Iacovino 
and impeach Hoaglund’s basis for 
refusal of care 

In addition to the HIV dis¬ 
crimination claim, the lawsuit 
also alleges Hoaglund committed 
medical malpractice by failing to 
follow the appropriate standard of 
care in treating Iacovino. 

According to a 1998 ruling by 
the United States Supreme Court, 
the ADA protects all HIV-positive 
individuals - with or without 
symptoms. The ruling said that 
lower courts should not “defer to 
individual decisions” of health¬ 
care concerning treatment of peo¬ 
ple with HIV, but instead careful¬ 
ly “assess the objective reason¬ 
ableness of healthcare profession¬ 
als.” 

Iacovino once told the B.A.R. 
that the pain of his condition cou¬ 
pled with Hoaglund’s refusal of 
the surgery because of his HIV 
status made him “feel like a leper.” 

“When I was denied the 
surgery, I was so upset I was going 
to kill myself.” ▼

Pride '99 'Community Partners' sought

If Pride Celebration Commit¬ 
tee, Inc. has announced that this 
year the organization plans to 
share the beverage operation and 
festival gate donations with non¬ 
profit “community partners.” The 
proceeds could’be as much as 
$60,000, said Executive Director 
Teddy Witherington. 

“This is part of the continuing 
realignment of priorities which 
started earlier this year with the 
abolition of parade contingent 
fees for small nonprofits,” said 
Witherington. He added that 15 
beverage partners are being 
sought, in addition to a similar 
number of donation partners to 
share the income. 

Last year, total beverage re¬ 
ceipts were reported at $161,238. 
Based on that figure and a 25 per¬ 
cent share of the net proceeds 
(after expenses), the beverage 
partners this year can expect to 
share around $26,000 in revenue. 
Gate donations at last year’s pride 
festivities leapt to approximately 
$68,000, and 50 percent of that 
was distributed to community 
groups. The pride committee is 
hoping that this year, the total 
will be even higher. A gate dona¬ 
tion of $2 per person will be re¬ 
quested, but no one will be 
turned away, Witherington said. 

“We all understand the strug¬ 
gle of nonprofits to raise funds in 
order to provide continuing ser¬ 
vices to the community through¬ 
out the year,” said board President 
Calvin Gipson. 

Witherington said the move to 
include beverage receipts this year 
is reflective of the “Proud Heritage, 
Powerful Future” theme, since 
many groups will be able to use the 
anticipated income to further their 
work into the new millennium. 


Community Partners, as the 
groups are called, must be 501 (c)3 
organizations and should contact 
the pride office for details of the 
program and an application form; 
the deadline for returning com¬ 
pleted forms is Thursday, March 
18. Witherington said that while

A leather community hall¬

proclamation, presented by Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, in honor of 
its long history. 

Jake Lloyd Staley, attorney for 
Desmodus Inc., the corporation 
that publishes Drummer maga¬ 
zine, said that the Russian Center 
has been the site of other gay 
functions such as the Red Party, 
and called the refusal to rent “ac¬ 
tionable.” 

“I have a lot of difficulty in un¬ 
derstanding why here, why now, 
why this particular event,” Staley 
said. “I’m bewildered.” 

The Russian Center did not re¬ 
turn an inquiry about the issue by 
press time. 

“The Russian Center has been 
the site of many gay events, usual¬ 
ly scheduled later in the day when 
the members may not have had to 
see a pair of chaps, a man in a 
dress, or two men kissing,” Davolt 
said in a letter to Leno about the 
situation. “I could quietly seek an¬ 
other venue, but this sort of big¬ 
otry makes me angry and simply 
cannot go unchallenged.” 

While the contest is sorting 
out the situation, including pos¬ 
sible legal action against the cen¬ 
ter, it is also seeking a site large 
enough to accommodate some 
600 attendees expected for this 
year’s 25th anniversary Interna¬ 
tional Mr. Drummer’s finals con¬ 
test. Y

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Cops seek clues to grisly

I n the early morning hours of 
January 11, a man’s lifeless 
body was found about a half 
mile off a frontage road along In¬ 
terstate 80 in Vacaville, dead from 
what appears to be blunt trauma 
after suspected torture and foul 
play. The body was found one day 
after a missing person report on 
the man was filed with police, and 
circumstances surrounding the 
death have led investigators to 
speculate that the man may have 
been victim to a gay hate crime. 

Now authorities are hoping 
some members of San Francisco’s 
gay community can help them 
piece together the puzzle of Eric 
Keller’s life and last days. 

Keller, a 41-year-old vice pres¬ 
ident of marketing at Silicon 
Graphics, Inc., left his home in 
San Jose January 9, telling friends 
and work colleagues he would be 
gone for the day to take in an af¬ 
ternoon of skiing near Lake 
Tahoe. He didn’t return that 
evening, and a friend who lives in 
Keller’s apartment complex filed 
the missing person report the fol¬ 
lowing morning. Friends and rel¬ 
atives had no information about 
Keller’s ski trip, only that he left 
town alone and had intended to 
return the same evening. 

Later that day the California 
Highway Patrol found Keller’s car

near Interstate 80 in Vacaville, 
parked on the shoulder of the 
frontage road. The car’s doors 
were locked, there was no one 
around, and there was no evi¬ 
dence of apparent car trouble or 
distress. The next morning, Janu¬ 
ary 11, a police helicopter search¬ 
ing the area spotted Keller’s body 
in a grassy field a half mile from 
the vehicle. 

“The body was lying face-up 
on the cold ground under an oak 
tree, naked from the waist down, 
and appeared to have been tram¬ 
pled,” San Francisco District At¬ 
torney Investigator Ron Huber- 
man told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“The body was found lying there 
but there were no obvious clues as 


to why he may have been killed.” 

Upon further searching of the 
area investigators found the rest of 
Keller’s clothes, neatly folded and 
stacked - shoes, socks, jeans, un¬ 
derwear - on top of a bail of hay, 
approximately 200 feet from 
where his body was discovered in 
the field. The body had several 
lacerations, one to the back of the 
head, one across his chin, and also 
across his hands. Keller’s rib cage 
was crushed and the coroner’s re¬ 
port states that death occurred 
from internal bleeding after bro¬ 
ken ribs punctured both lungs. 
The coroner’s office also discov¬ 
ered 1.1 milligrams of MDMA, 
commonly sold as the party drug 
ecstasy, in Keller’s system. 

“If the victim was led or was 
leading someone into a sexual sit¬ 
uation, it’s very strange that it 
would happen outdoors in the 
cold of the night. When Keller’s 
body was found, the temperature 
was 28 degrees. And it doesn’t 
make sense that the victim’s body 
was found 200 feet away from 
where most of his clothes were 
found. We can only speculate at 
this point, but it seems like he 
may have removed his clothes for 
a sexual encounter, folded them 
and then was led further away or 
was running from someone, fell 
or was knocked to the ground and 
was killed, was violently stomped 
to death, by an attacker,” Huber-

S ome smart and brave people have 
battled for a very long time to make a 
dent in the religious right’s force field, 
only to find the battle more difficult than 
they imagined. Despite recurring televange¬ 
list scandals about money or sex or money 
and sex; despite occasional hopeful signs 
that the government might seriously scru¬ 
tinize the tax-free status of clearly political 
organizations; and despite ample evidence 
that average American and conservative 
leaders are fundamentally at odds, nothing 
seemed to stop the onslaught of social op¬ 
pression forced upon us under the name of 
“family values.” 

Who knew the thing that could pierce 
that seemingly indestructible wall would be 
a children’s TV show character that some 
families value very much? 

A couple of weeks ago, after the media 
was forced to quit focusing on the impeach¬ 
ment trial, commentators cast their eyes 
about for the next Big Thing. And what they 
settled upon, for some reason, was the pos¬ 
sible homosexuality of a Teletubby. Or, more 
accurately, on the odd fact that one of Jerry 
Falwell’s many mouthpieces had squawked 
about the purple character (who is named 
“Tinky Winky,” in case you’ve been in hiber¬ 
nation or an extremely remote jungle) on 
the grounds that the creature might be gay. 

After the Associated Press reported that 
a “Parent Alert” on Tinky Winky appeared 
in a magazine that Falwell supposedly edits 
and publishes - apparently in the spare 
hours he has free, when he’s not taking 
money from gullible people who just want 
to please God and doling that money back 
out to politicians who just want to be God - 
things began to unravel for the so-called 
Reverend Falwell. 

First he attempted to defend the piece, 
then said he shouldn’t be held too account¬ 
able for it because he hadn’t written the 
words himself, then accused the media of 
being too intrusive and making something 
out of nothing. 

The wonderful thing is that the whole 
essence of the story is about making some¬ 
thing from nothing, and now everyone 
knows it. It’s become perfectly obvious that 


Falwell’s whole magazine/TV empire is there 
to support his real business, which is selling 
nothing as something under the name of 
that old time religion. To say what he does is 
an art or science would insult real artists and 
scientists, but certainly what he does is a 
craft, and one he’s learned all too well. 

But all hucksters know they can¬ 
not survive without the appear¬ 
ance of trustworthiness - that’s , 
why they’re called confidence 
men - and now that Falwell has 
admitted he doesn’t know what 
cultural pronouncements are made in 
his name, Americans are losing their 
confidence in him. Thank you, 

Tinky Winky. 

As the country began 
laughing at Falwell, the vicious 
piranhas who swim in the murky waters of 
the far right started circling. They have sug¬ 
gested that perhaps it is time for him to be 
removed as a conservative spokesperson, 
and now it’s hard to find anyone who is will¬ 
ing to come to his defense. (The exception, 
wouldn’t you know it, comes from the Met¬ 


ropolitan Community Church’s Reverend 
Mel White. White once acted as a Falwell 
mouthpiece himself, and even wrote Falwell 
“autobiographies” for mammon, during his 
shameful past as a self-loathing homosexu¬ 
al in the closet. Now he feels weirdly com¬ 
pelled to defend his onetime benefactor and 
to urge us in the gay community to be 
spiritual and forgiving. Quite right, 
too. We’ll get right on that, as soon as 
we’re finished making a nice home- 
cooked meal for Reggie White.) 

It is sad that the story of an as¬ 
sumed sexual identity can have such 
staying power in the media (partic¬ 
ularly when the character is 
missing genitals altogether), 
but Falwell knows that, con¬ 
trary to what he says, it is a very 
big deal. Now the public knows he’s out of 
the loop: he doesn’t write, edit, publish, read, 
know, etc. He’s a cross between the guy be¬ 
hind the curtain, pretending to be a wizard, 
and a lip-synching pop star. And in the bat¬ 
tle for America’s hearts and minds, a Tinky 
Winky will always beat a Milli Vanilli. T

B lack History Month always makes me 
reflect on the state of people like me - 
other black gay men. We are now 
rated the most likely group to become HIV¬ 
positive and that is not a state I think we 
should be in. Black History Month has 
given me a needed reminder to take action 
and make a difference in my community. 
And there is a need for action. 

In 1996, for the first time in the epidem¬ 
ic, the number of new AIDS cases among 
African-Americans surpassed that of Cau¬ 
casians. Because of advances in AIDS-relat¬ 
ed treatments, AIDS is no longer the leading 
cause of death among white Americans be¬ 
tween the ages of 25-44. However, it is still 
the leading cause of death among African- 
Americans in the same age range. 

In 1997, an estimated 18,903 African- 
American men in the United States were di¬ 
agnosed with AIDS. Of these, men who 
have sex with men (MSM) accounted for 30 
percent (5,749 cases). MSMs who also in¬ 
ject drugs accounted for another 5 percent 
(897 cases). National AIDS case rates per 
100,000 population were 83.7 for African- 
Americans in contrast to 10.4 for Cau¬ 
casians. 

Because of the gravity of the situation, 
U.S. Representative Maxine Waters (D-Los 
Angeles), chair of the Congressional Black 
Caucus, asked Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Donna Shalala to declare 
HIV as a public health emergency in the 
African-American community. Waters said, 


“This is a national crisis. We will not rest 
until it is understood as one, until it is con¬ 
sidered as one and worked on as one.” 

Local statistics are equally as sobering. In 
one survey of black gay and bi men living 
in the Bay Area, more than 50 percent re¬ 
ported unprotected anal sex. This is consid¬ 
erably higher than high risk behavior 
among white gay men at the time of the 
survey. The survey also indicated that 
black gay men are more likely to be 
poor, to have sex in exchange for 
money, and to use injection drugs. 

Black gay men are also more likely 
to engage in unprotected sex de¬ 
spite understanding the risk of HIV 
transmission. Most no¬ 
tably, black gay men re¬ 
ported less social support 
for staying safe. 

We don’t feel support 
for staying safe. Why not? I think about the 
two different worlds that my black brothers 
and I are often forced to live in. In one 
world, we are gay first and black second. At 
times, we’re not black at all, but invisible to 
the larger gay community or sexually ob¬ 
jectified. In the other world, with our fami¬ 
lies, we are only black. Our sexuality re¬ 
mains below the water’s surface. It is there. 
It may even be seen. But it is not discussed. 
So, am I black and gay or am I gay and 
black? The forced segregation of our dual 
identities often leaves us without a source of 
social support for staying safe. 

I think about the lack of visible black gay 
role models when I was coming out. True 
there were the literary ones, Langston 


Hughes and James Baldwin. But where were 
my tangible role models? Where were my 
brothers who were helping other brothers 
stay negative and stay safe? 

HIV prevention efforts need to address 
our lives as black gay men. But more im¬ 
portantly, prevention must begin with black 
gay men talking to one another. How do we 
support each other? How do we love one 
another? How do we build a future beyond 
the epidemic? Finally, there is an opportu¬ 
nity for this important discussion 
to take place. 

Today, Thursday, February 
25, from 7 to 9 p.m., several 
community-based programs 
including the Stop AIDS 
Project, New Village and 
the Black Coalition on 
AIDS will be hosting 
“Brotherly Love,” a com¬ 
munity forum for black gay and bi men and 
their friends. Brotherly Love will be held at 
the Harvey Milk Civil Rights Academy lo¬ 
cated at 4235 19th Street, at Collingwood. 

There are a lot of tough issues and tough 
questions that need to be addressed. Ques¬ 
tions and issues that are too tough for one 
person to handle. But I’m not just one per¬ 
son. I am part of a community of black gay 
and bisexual men. The toughest question 
may be, “Who speaks for our community?” 
I do. Do you? ▼

Another letter about eating queers 

Much as we may want to avoid the subject, the so¬ 
cial conflict over homosexuality has its roots in reli¬ 
gion. Furthermore, to understand Judaism and Chris¬ 
tianity, we must understand the Qadeshim (also 
spelled Q’deshim or Kedeshim). Qadeshim can be 
translated either as “homosexuals” or “holy men.” The 
Qadeshim originated during the latter days of the 
worship of the Earth Mother when men were desig¬ 
nated to substitute for women in the fertility rituals. 

The ancient Israelites, as was true of many other 
cultures, believed that homosexuals contained some 
sort of sacred power. Being a Qadeshim may have 
been a great honor but it had a down side because 
myths and legends from ancient Europe and the Near 
East suggest that many people believed that they 
could share in this power by ritually sacrificing and 
eating young homosexual men. 

This is the ritual which was taking place at Sodom 
so the sin of Sodom would not have been homosex¬ 
uality but, most likely, cannibalism. 

Since this ritual originated with the worshipers of 
the Earth Mother, it is probably safe to assume that 
the goddess of Sodom was Demeter (see the myth of 
Tantalus). It is possible, therefore, to understand the 
story of Sodom and Gomorrah as a revolt by the fol¬ 
lowers of the Heavenly Father (El) against the Earth 
Mother (Demeter). 

We also need to recognize that the Bible was writ¬ 
ten by the Mushite and Aaronid priests of the temple 
of Jerusalem to substitute the worship of the 
volcano demon, Yahweh in place of El, 
whose priests were the Qadeshi Yahweh 
appears to have been the god of the royal 
court, but not the god of the common 
people. El, not Yahweh, would have been 
the original god of Israel since the very 
name Israel means “El strives for us.” 
Bible translators avoid making the dis¬ 
tinction between El and Yahweh by sim¬ 
ply translating El as “God.” Literally, “El” 
means “The High One” but it can also refer to the 
erect penis. 

The biblical laws against homosexuality can be 
seen as an attempt by the Mushite and Aaronid priests 
of Jerusalem to suppress the Qadeshim. Moses could 
not have written any of these laws since the Israelites 
did not have a written script before the time of David. 

A great number of people have noted that the 
Gospel according to St. John as well as the Secret 
Gospel of St. Mark reveal that Jesus was homosexual. 
But, the most conclusive evidence that Jesus was ho¬ 
mosexual is that he was teaching the doctrines of the 
Qadeshim. Only if Jesus had been homosexual could 
he have instituted the Eucharist, which is a modified 
version of the ritual once practiced at Sodom. 

Incidentally, a dolphin or fish was an ancient sym¬ 
bol for homosexuality. 

Among the early Christians, El was identified as 
God and Yahweh was identified as the devil. It is a tes¬ 
tament to the power of religious brainwashing that 
Fundamentalists are able to read accounts of Yahweh 
appearing in clouds of smoke and fire without realiz¬ 
ing who that is. 

All of this information and much more is neces¬ 
sary to understand religion. Unfortunately, it is going 
to take a lot of work to dig it out. Biblical scholars 
have not exactly been forthcoming, especially where 
homosexuality is concerned. We will have to do it.

OK ... uh, no it ain’t 

The far right and fundamentalists has made Okla¬ 
homa state a future model of a “Christian State.” 
When it comes to bedrock conservatism, Oklahoma 
leads the way and is a model for the Christian Coali¬ 
tion. Oklahoma’s recent state statutes outline a model 
of a Christian state: 

Under statute 21-908 the following are the acts 
forbidden to be done on Sunday: No servile labor, 
trades, manufactures, mechanical employment, or 
public selling except foods. (Effective 5/16/98.) 

Under state statute 21-872 any person guilty of the 
crime of adultery shall be punished by imprisonment 
for a felony and $500 fine. (Effective 7/1/98). 

Under statute 21-886 every person who is guilty 
of the “detestable and abominable crime against na¬ 
ture, committed with mankind or with a beast,” is 
punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary not 
to exceed 10 years. (Effective 7/1/98.) 

Under statute 43-31 a marriage between persons 
of the same gender performed in another state shall 
not be recognized. (Effective 7/1/98.) 

Under statute 43-6 any minister who “solemnizes 
the rites of matrimony between [same-sex] persons 
... shall be deemed guilty of a felony,” and fined $500 
in addition to other penalties. (Effective 7/1/98.) 

The far right agenda is to make all these moral 
laws national laws and finally to make the nation of¬ 
ficially a “Christian Nation.” If the far right failed in 
1998 they will now try to do it with a smile.

Gut reactions 

In reading Phillip Alden’s article on HIV drugs 
and drastic stomach and gastrointestinal problems 
[“A doctor-sanctioned medication vacation?” January 
28], I wondered if all the non-injurious methods of 
working with the medications had been tried. 

Anyone taking any strong medications for any¬ 
thing, HIV, cancer, high blood pressure, whatever, 
needs to begin taking ginger (available in capsules at 
Walgreens), one with each meal. In addition, aci¬ 
dophilus (one billion organisms per caplet, available 
at Trader Joe’s for $4), one with each meal. Finally, 
and most important, one dose of Metamucil (one 
hour from pills or food) daily, forever ! Metamucil, 
when started before you have problems, smoothes out 
the gut and keeps everything just right. If one dose a 
day doesn’t do it, increase to up to three. And it’s good 
for your heart, and your lipids. 

For liquid medicine that tastes dreadful, simply in¬ 
sert it in capsules with a syringe. The capsules, avail¬ 
able at health food stores, are made of gelatin, also 
good for your gut! Some meds only let you make up 
a three or four day supply as the capsules soften (but 
don’t break) and are harder to handle. 

If after all these precautions, you still have trouble, 
then you indeed need to consider another regimen. 

But remember, these methods must be in place at 
least a week before starting the meds when possible.

The miracle letter 

I have been living with HIV for six to eight years 
with no major complications. That all changed about 
a year ago when I started experiencing a dull pain in 
my hips which grew in intensity over the following 
months. I ended up having surgery on both hips last 
June. The surgery worked on one hip but not the other. 

The condition, called avascular necrosis, is usual¬ 
ly seen in alcoholics or steroid users; however, in my 
case, they suspect it was from taking Saquinavir. 

As the pain in my hip steadily worsened, I was 
scheduled for total hip replacement surgery but came 
down with the flu and had to cancel. A few weeks later 
I was admitted to the hospital but no room was avail¬ 
able and the surgery was canceled again. 

During this time, I had started taking a stabilized 
oxygen supplement known as Vitamin “O”, and start¬ 
ed noticing that my hip wasn’t hurting as much. Then 
three to four days before the final surgery date, I called 
and canceled because my hip had repaired itself to 75 
percent of normal and continues to improve daily. 

I hope that you can pass along my news to possi¬ 
bly prevent someone else from having to go through 
a major operation like total hip replacement. I’m not 
sure miracle is the exact word I’d use but my recovery 
is at least miraculous.

An oasis in the Castro 

Manifest Mystery School, founded by Kurt Wagn¬ 
er, has truly been an inspiration to me. The work¬ 
shops, meditation classes and retreats are both in¬ 
spiring and well constructed. I am sincerely grateful 
for this addition to the Castro area of San Francisco. 

Though I have only been living in San Francisco 
for nearly two years I continued to feel lost trying to 
find my way through the gay ghetto. I never felt truly 
connected in this gay community. In the Castro, 
specifically, the endless cruising I experienced and saw 
never really allowed me to connect with other peo¬ 
ple. The fears and anxieties were so palpable and so 
off-putting for me. Then I found Manifest: a gay spir¬ 
itual organization that specializes in healing the 
human spirit; a safe, non-sexual, non-threatening en¬ 
vironment to practice a spiritual life and to meet peo¬ 
ple who are trying to work on themselves and heal. I 
felt truly blessed that I finally found such a place. 

The workshops I have taken have all been educa¬ 
tional, well-taught and fun. The practices I have 
learned from several workshops have been instru¬ 
mental in helping me learn how to relieve my anxi¬ 
eties and live more effectively in a stress-filled world. 

The retreats are held in an exquisite place called 
Spirit House in Marin. Surrounded by beautiful and 
serene landscaping, in complete isolation except for 
some wandering goats on the grounds, Spirit House 
offers a safe haven for emotional and spiritual heal¬ 
ing. The exercises and meditations are well-crafted 
and quite cathartic. The support and compassion 
people conveyed to each other at the retreats have 
been awe-inspiring and heart warming. Shared per¬ 
sonal experiences with others provided me with an 
intimacy so rarely encountered in this day and age. 

Kurt, as mentor, facilitator, and caregiver has mas¬ 
tered all these tasks expertly. His winning smile, com¬ 
passionate nature and innate intelligence afford him 
the title, The Best of the Best. He is always there for 
you, with his feet firmly planted on the ground. 

I cannot speak more highly of Manifest and its 
founder. Manifest is a rare jewel I have found in the 
Castro. Often surrounded by behavior some might 
consider to be self-destructive, Manifest Mystery 
School provides a unique and highly valuable alter¬ 
native to certain facets of mainstream gay life. I 
wholeheartedly support the work of this school and I 
hope that more gay men find it in their hearts to seek 
out this place for their own healing journey.

Buddy, can ya spare a paradigm? 

In all of my experiences researching and reading 
from both sides of the HIV debate, I have come to the 
conclusion that AIDS really stands for Acquired IN-

li of ACT UP/SF made some very important points in 
his letter two weeks ago [“Stop the Stop AIDS spies,” 
Mailstrom, February 4}. Most importantly that we as 
gay men are so willing to disclose to the federal gov¬ 
ernment explicit details of our sexuality - this is trag¬ 
ic, self-defeating, and dangerous to our freedom. The 
vast majority of straight people would never do this. 

The response from Mr. Ron Wickliffe the follow¬ 
ing week [“Stop AIDS stops AIDS,” Mailstrom, Febru¬ 
ary 11} was another typical example of why we as a 
community choose to buy into a flawed paradigm 
such as HIV/AIDS. The science has been done. HIV is 
a dead issue and as German virologist Dr. Stefan 
Lanka has made quite clear: HIV doesn’t exist! (If 
anyone is interested in reading his arguments, please 
check out “www.virusmyth.com” on the Internet.) 
But that doesn’t matter to gay men. HIV is here to stay 
because we want it that way! It is our scapegoat out of 
blame and self-responsibility. By accepting HIV/AIDS 
we feed the hate of the morally bankrupt “religious 
right” who demonizes us and views us as a public 
health menace. They want to blame gay men for 
AIDS. That we “spread” it. The facts don’t back this 
up but we back it up anyway. We shoot ourselves in 
the foot daily, yearly for 18 years now. Why? 

There are some things that I know will not stop 
AIDS and I can sadly say it’s not the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject. In reality, organizations such as Stop AIDS Project 
only perpetuate AIDS by promoting a bad viral theo¬ 
ry and a relentless social fear campaign. AIDS will not 
become a thing of the past until we the gay commu¬ 
nity as a whole dumps HIV, dumps the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal industry and the federal government, and takes 
back the power of health and healing into our own 
hands. As long as we willingly sacrifice ourselves to 
these institutions, AIDS will remain with us forever 
and more gay men will die needlessly all in the name 
of HIV. Mark my words. Old paradigms die hard.

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Reilly enters race; 
Ammiano, Yee next?

jjp| lint Reilly, the millionaire 
onetime political consultant 
,&>' known for his egocentric 
behavior, announced his candida¬ 
cy for mayor last week, assuring 
incumbent Mayor Willie Brown 
of at least one well-financed op¬ 
ponent for the November elec¬ 
tion. Brown is clearly the early fa¬ 
vorite for re-election, but he and 
his campaign people have to seri¬ 
ously consider Reilly’s reported 
intention to spend $2 million or 
more of his personal fortune in 
the race. Many political observers, 
however, will privately tell you 
that regardless of how much 
money the campaign consultant- 
turned-businessman-turned-can- 
didate spends, and despite hot- 
button issues like homelessness 
and the lingering Muni problem, 
Reilly is not likely to defeat Brown 
in a one-on-one race.

For now, the Brown and Reilly 
camps are waiting to see if Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano and Supervisor Le- 
land Yee look like they’ll get in¬ 
volved in the mayoral race. Am¬ 
miano and Yee, usually allies on 
the Board of Supervisors, are both 
reportedly thinking of running - 
Ammiano from the left, and Yee 
basically as a candidate from the 
right of the political center. 

Yee would supposedly have 
strong support from the city’s 
large Asian community, while 
Ammiano would run very well in 
the powerful gay and lesbian 
community; if one of the two 
made it to a December runoff - 
the other would presumably give 
his support. 

Supervisor Ammiano told the 
Bay Area Reporter this week that 
he met late last week with the 
mayor (whom he had “tenuously” 
endorsed previously) and after 
that meeting was “reassessing” 
both his endorsement of Brown 
and a decision about possibly en¬ 
tering the race. “I’ve received a 
surprising number of calls this 
past week urging me to enter,” he 
added. 

Stay tuned folks; this one could 
get real interesting. 

Politics and people 

Incidentally, one of my favorite 
people, Jack Davis, the contro¬ 
versial whiz consultant who ran 
Brown’s last campaign, sounded 
unsure as to whether he would 
handle the mayor’s actual day-to- 
day campaign, but left no doubt 
that Brown was definitely his can¬ 


didate for re-election. Expect him 
to be advising the mayor, regard¬ 
less of what official part he plays 
in the campaign. (Those close to 
Davis will tell you he is becoming 
more and more fond of his Ari¬ 
zona ranch.) 

A longtime reader who feels I 
don’t give President Bill Clinton 
enough credit (hey, personally, I 
think the guy is a sex pig, but it 
doesn’t mean I feel he’s been an 
ineffective president) writes to re¬ 
mind me that Clinton became the 
very first American president to 
ever mention sexual orientation 
when he gave his January 19 state 
of the union address. For the 
record, Clinton said, “Dis¬ 
crimination or violence 
because of race or reli¬ 
gion, ancestry or gender, 
disability or sexual orien¬ 
tation, is wrong and 
ought to be illegal, 
therefore I call upon 
Congress to 
make the Em¬ 
ployment 
Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act and 
the Hate Crimes prevention Act 
the law of the land.” 

If you were one of those who 
thought Texas Governor George 
W. Bush’s “compassionate con¬ 
servatism” brand of politics 
means he thinks “compassionate” 
applies to gays and lesbians, think 
again. Those who know Bush’s 
politics well privately tell us that 
he is “far from an advocate of gay 
rights” and a top Bush aide re¬ 
cently told the Houston Voice that 
Bush would certainly support leg¬ 
islation barring same-sex couples 
from adopting children or be¬ 
coming foster parents. “Governor 
Bush believes that the best home 
for a child is in a traditional home 
with a mother and a father pre¬ 
sent and should be the first choice 
for a child in need of a home,” the 
Bush spokesperson said. 

Hall of Justice scuttlebutt has 
Public Defender Jeff Brown 
soon to be named to a judgeship 
by Governor Gray Davis; Mayor 
Brown would then appoint Kim 
Burton, the head of the mayor’s 
Criminal Justice Council (and 
state Senate leader John Burton’s 
daughter), as the new public de¬ 
fender. 

Speaking of Burton, in honor 
of Chinese New Year (Year of the 
Hare), the owners of Frank Fat’s 
restaurant, a political hangout on 
L Street in Sacramento, provided 
Chinese Lunar horoscopes of 
some top Capital politicos for the 
Sacramento Bee: Governor Davis 
(born in the year of the horse) is 
“brash, hot-tempered, and head¬ 
strong,” while Assembly Speaker 
Antonio Villaraigosa (dragon) is 
“prone to megalomania” and Bur¬ 
ton, the Senate leader, (monkey), 
has “an inborn superiority com¬ 
plex.” (Wow. Did you know that?) 

Last weekend Davis was in 
Washington attending the Na¬ 
tional Governors Association 
conference, and sparking plenty 
of interest as one of the country’s 
newest political celebrities. He ap¬ 
peared on several national televi¬ 
sion talk shows, and told Meet The 
Press he would definitely turn 
down any offer to become the vice 
presidential nominee on next 
year’s Demo ticket. He then went 
on to promote his onetime polit¬ 
ical foe, Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein, for the veep slot. 

Meanwhile, in saying that “I 


think California needs a conserv¬ 
ative in the Senate, especially one 
who clearly explains conservative 
principles,” state Senator Ray 
Haynes of Murrieta, one of the 
Legislature’s more outspoken 
right wingers, announced last 
week that he will seek the GOP 
nomination to oppose Feinstein 
next year. Haynes, who supports 
neither gay rights nor abortion, 
could run for the U.S. Senate 
(probably only to become better 
known to run for another 
statewide office later) and still 
keep his legislative seat since his 
state seat doesn’t expire until 
2002. 

A tip of the hat to 
Marin Representative 
Lynn Woolsey (D) 
who was recently 
ranked number one 
among the Califor¬ 
nia congressional del¬ 
egation for her 1998 
voting record 
on nuclear is¬ 
sues, pork- 
barrel military 
spending, and 
human rights. The ranking was by 
California Peace Action, a non¬ 
profit peace and justice organiza¬ 
tion that rates all members of 
Congress annually. Woolsey’s A 
rating surpassed San Francisco 
Representative Nancy Pelosi’s B- 
rating and Representative Tom 
Lantos’s C+ rating. 

Also from Marin, Democratic 
Assemblywoman Kerry Mazzoni 
will be “termed out” next year and 
rumor has it that Doug Boxer, 
the son of Senator Barbara 
Boxer, likely will be soon moving 
back to Marin County to run for 
that Assembly spot. 

Here we go again - Kenneth 
Starr has finally given permission 
for everybody’s favorite shameless 
Valley Girl, the married-man ob¬ 
sessed Monica Lewinsky, to do 
that high-profile, tell-all television 
interview with Barbara Walters 
(ABC will tape the girl-talk 
gabfest this week and run it dur¬ 
ing their “sweeps” period before 
March 3. But can you really 
wait?). 

Former state Assemblyman 
Rusty Areias, who was reported¬ 
ly set to get that powerful Caltrans 
director’s job until a certain 
mayor with real clout stepped in 
landed the spot for former Super¬ 
visor Jose Medina, was reward¬ 
ed last week with a consolation 
appointment as director of the 
state Department of Parks and 
Recreation by Governor Davis. 

More and more respected 
leaders in the state’s gay and les¬ 
bian community are wondering 
aloud if it is really a good idea to 
get into an expensive, time-con¬ 
suming battle over the “California 
Defense of Marriage Act” initia¬ 
tive that will be on the March 
2000 ballot. Spearheaded by the 
homophobic State Senator Pete 
Knight (R-Palmdale), it would 
add a provision to the Family 
Code saying that only a marriage 
between a man and woman is 
valid or recognized in California, 
but many feel we should not get 
drawn into a fight we almost cer¬ 
tainly cannot win.

Gay teen angst 
hits Capside High

T eenage questioning of sexu¬ 
al orientation was explored 
at Dawson's Creek's Capside 
High as series regular Jack 
McPhee (Kerr Smith) came out 
over two episodes. 

On the Wednesday, February 
10 episode, a vengeful teacher 
forced Jack to read aloud a poem 
in which he spoke of his feelings 
toward another man, which he 
wrote after the title character 
Dawson told him that “writing is 
about opening up ... a chance to 
offer the world a peek at that very 
private part of yourself that you 
otherwise just stifle.” 

As Jack nervously reads his 
poem, he revealed that the subject 
of the poem is masculine, writing, 
“I see him ... The Angel of Per¬ 
fection ... His strong frame ... his 
lips smooth ... and I keep think¬ 
ing what am I scared of ... and I 
wish I could escape the pain ... 
but, these thoughts, they keep in¬ 
vading my head ... unto my 
memory, they’re like shackles of 
guilt.” 

Halfway through, Jack ran out 


of the classroom crying. 

While Capside High continued 
to speculate, Joey (a female char¬ 
acter) grappled with the thought 
that her boyfriend might be gay 
and Andie (another female with a 
male name) avoided her brother 
in a complete sense of denial. 

Finally, Joey confronted Jack 
directly as the episode closed, ask¬ 
ing “Are you gay?” As Jack re¬ 
sponded “no” the camera drew 
in on his face, with an expres¬ 
sion suggesting he was still 
hiding something. 

On the February 17 
episode, Jack came out 
to his father, his sister, 
and later to Joey. 

While his father 
disapproved, both 
Andie and Joey were 
supportive of him. The 
grandmother of Jen Lindley rep¬ 
rimanded Jen’s conservative and 
religious love interest, Tyson, for 
his criticism of Jack. “If anything, 
that boy must be scared and 
alone,” she said, “and he will need 
the understanding of his fellow 
man to help him through.” 

GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan M. Garry said, “The show re¬ 
ally covered its bases, providing 


interesting perspectives on com¬ 
ing out. Showing Joey’s reaction 
to the news that her boyfriend is 
gay added a new dimension which 
is often overlooked in even the 
best media representations. And 
Jen’s grandmother is one of the 
best advocates I’ve heard in a long 
time. 

The Gay, Lesbian, Straight Ed¬ 
ucation Network (GLSEN) 
was also impressed. “Daw¬ 
son’s Creek painted a 
very accurate picture of 
the harassment gay and 
lesbian youth suffer in 
schools,” said GLSEN 
Communications Di¬ 
rector Jim Anderson. 
“The fact that ‘fag’ was 
written on Jack’s lock¬ 
er, the fact that he suf¬ 
fered ridicule from 
classmates - statistics show that 
harassment of this nature is a part 
of every day life for lesbian and 
gay students in schools across 
America. But just as tens of thou¬ 
sands of gay youth saw for the first 
time a representation of a young 
person struggling to come out, 
tens of thousands of non-gay 
youth learned that it’s all right to 
stand up for gay friends and to 
support them as they move 
through that complicated 
process.” 

GLSEN is the largest national 
organization dedicated to ending 
anti-gay bias in public, private 
and parochial K-12 schools. Es¬ 
tablished nationally in 1994, it 
now has 85 chapters in communi¬ 
ties across the country. 

Jack is the first openly lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, or transgender 
(LGBT) series regular on the WB 
Network, and joins 25 others on 
the growing list of diverse televi¬ 
sion representations. 

Williamson, the screenwriter 
of blockbuster hits Scream and I 
Know What You Did Last Summer, 
and their sequels, has also come 
out. He recently told the New York 
Daily News, “I’m a workaholic, so 
I never did the Advocate cover 
route because I wanted to speak 
through my work.” 

California Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
praised Williamson as “a role 
model for aspiring writers every¬ 
where. His example shows that 
you can be honest about who you 
are and still be successful. If more 
people would come out, especial¬ 
ly in Hollywood, the world would 
be a more open, accepting place.”

Fox VS. Fox

O akland television station KTVU, a FOX affiliate, has no in¬ 
terest in re-running a controversial FOX Files segment that 
reportedly exposed what the network called a “gay under¬ 
world.” The sensational program aired January 21 and since then, 
both San Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno and the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation (GLAAD) have criticized the network 
and called for an apology to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans- 
gender (LGBT) community. 

Jeff Block, KTVU’s station manager, told the Bay Area Reporter 
Wednesday, February 24, that the station sent a letter to FOX 
Chairman David Hill February 15 that expressed the station’s 
“strong disapproval” with the segment, entided “Undercover in the 
Night” and called it sloppy journalism. Block said that the station 
is not given an opportunity to pre-screen FOX network program¬ 
ming, and that station personnel were unaware of the content of 
the “Undercover” episode until it aired. 

“Should they [FOX] decide to re-run it, we’d have to look seri¬ 
ously at pre-empting it” Block said. "We’ve never pre-empted a 
FOX show due to content and this would be a big step which we’d 
prefer not to do” The only times FOX shows are pre-empted on 
KTVU involve breaking news stories or sporting events, such as 
Giants baseball games, Block added. 

Block said the station has received between 15 and 25 phone 
calls ~ all negative ~ since the segment aired. 

Leno, who met with Block and has spoken with him by phone, is 
pleased the station is taking the issue seriously and that the letter was 
sent to H3J. “I think their consciousness has been raised and that they’re 
sensitive to the disturbing aspects of that show and maybe some good 
has come from that bad, evil production,” Leno told the B.A.R. 

GLAAD has called the segment an “inflammatory, misleading, 
and shameful segment” and is still waiting to hear from FOX net¬ 
work officials in New York. ▼

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The Snake Pit

Next month in gay history: 

Diego Vinales is impaled in New 
York City,.March 8, 1970. 

T he riots that took place at 
the Stonewall Inn in June 
1969 have come down in 
history as the impetus of the les¬ 
bian and gay liberation move¬ 
ment. But a gruesome incident 
several months later also roused 
the fledgling movement, making 
the name “Diego Vinales” a ral¬ 
lying cry to action. 

In the early morning hours of 
March 8, 1970, New York City 
police raided a bar in Green¬ 
wich Village called the 
Snake Pit. Much like the 
Stonewall Inn, the Snake 
Pit was a dark, dingy, 
overcrowded “private 
club” operated by the mafia 
without a liquor license. 

The licensing viola¬ 
tion was the ostensi¬ 
ble reason for the 
raid, although Sid¬ 
ney Pine, the police 
inspector in charge, told re¬ 
porters that people in the neigh¬ 
borhood had also complained 
about noise. 

Pine and his officers had 
closed two similar bars the night 
before. Both of those raids had 
occurred early in the evening, 
however, before many customers 
arrived. The police sent the 
handful of clients home and ar¬ 
rested only the management and 
employees. 

In contrast, the evening was 
in full swing at the Snake Pit 
when the police arrived. Officers 
hauled a total of 167 people, staff 
and customers alike, off to the 
precinct house. Pine, who had 
also been responsible for the 
Stonewall raid eight months ear¬ 
lier, was aware of the danger of 
“a riotous crowd milling around 
outside,” he told a Village Voice 
reporter. “Our purpose in mak¬ 
ing the arrests was to get them 
out of there.” 

Paddy wagons arrived to 
transport the men to the police 
station. Reports of what actually 
happened at the precinct house 
varied wildly. “Things were ter¬ 
ribly disorganized,” one eyewit¬ 
ness later said. Some men assert¬ 
ed that they were never read 
their rights or apprised of the 


charges against them. Others 
said the police verbally abused 
them by calling them “faggots.” 
Still others claimed the police 
were incredibly polite and re¬ 
ferred to them as “gentlemen.” 

In this confusion, a 23-year- 
old Argentinean national named 
Diego Vinales panicked. Worried 
about deportation and the fact 
that his family didn’t know he 
was gay, Vinales raced up the 
stairs to the second floor of the 
station and either leaped or fell 
from a window. An iron fence 
surrounded the building, and 
Vinales was impaled on six 14- 
inch spikes. Inside the precinct 
house, the gay men arrested with 
Vinales listened with horror 
to his screams. 

Amazingly, Vinales was 
still alive when the police 
got to him. Because they 
couldn’t move him off 
the fence without causing 
further injury, the fire de¬ 
partment’s special 
rescue squad was 
called in. Using an 
electric saw, the res¬ 
cue team cut away the 
section of the fence on which 
Vinales was impaled and brought 
him to the hospital with the fence 
prongs still imbedded in his 
thigh and pelvis. During a two- 
hour surgery, doctors dislodged 
the spikes from Vinales’s flesh. 

News of Vinales’s grisly ordeal 
spread quickly. The Gay Libera¬ 
tion Front (GLF) and the Gay 
Activists Alliance (GAA), two or¬ 
ganizations that usually had dif¬ 
ferent priorities, worked togeth¬ 
er to rally people for a march on 
the precinct. In addition to hold¬ 
ing an all-day phone-a-thon, ac¬ 
tivists distributed 3,000 flyers in 
bars and on the streets. 

“Any way you look at it,” the 
flyers read, “that boy was 
pushed! We are all being 
pushed!” 

One activist, Allen War- 
shawsky, recalled how Vinales’s 
fall made him and others feel: “I 
[began] to feel an anger welling 
up inside me.... An anger at the 
stinking, rotten, corrupt system 
that defines, fosters and pro¬ 
motes my ‘criminal’ status.” 

At nine o’clock that night, 
500 gay people marched en 
masse to the sixth precinct. GLF 
carried its banner, while other 
signs read “Gays Are Getting 
Angry.” Shouts of “Say it loud ...

gay is proud!” and “Stop the 
killings!” went out from the 
crowd, but the demonstrators 
were in general orderly and well- 
behaved. After a protest at the 
police station, the crowd contin¬ 
ued on to St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
where they held a “death vigil” 
for Vinales. 

Miraculously, though, Vinales 
didn’t die, though he underwent 
surgery several times and spent 
more than three months in the 
hospital. Arthur Bell, then a re¬ 
porter for Gay Power , visited 
Vinales in the hospital and found 
the young Argentinean unwilling 
to talk about the incident in de¬ 
tail, perhaps out of fear. “His 
family may now know of the 
Snake Pit incident,” Bell wrote. 
“He has not heard from them.” 

In the aftermath, GAA 
emerged as a leader of the move¬ 
ment. It achieved several major 
coups, like winning the support 
of then-Congressman (and later 
mayor) Ed Koch, who wrote an 
impassioned letter to the police 
commissioner calling for an end 
to police harassment of gay peo¬ 
ple. Vinales’s tragic fall galva¬ 
nized the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity as nothing since the 
Stonewall riots had. ▼

Tranny takes charge after attack

M ike Skinner of San Fran¬ 
cisco woke up early Fri¬ 
day morning, February 19 
at Davies Medical Center to dis¬ 
cover that he had been rolled and 
beaten by a group of unidentified 
attackers outside the Wells Fargo 
ATM located near the corner of 
Market and 16th streets in the 
Castro. Skinner, a 23-year-old gay 
man, was found unconscious by a 
drag performer named Sugar who 
was walking home in the early 
morning hours. When Skinner 
woke up at the hospital he was in¬ 
formed by doctors that Sugar had 
discovered him lying unconscious 
outside Cafe Flore, at the corner 
of Market and Noe streets. 

Skinner had gone to the ATM 
to withdraw money after the bars 
closed, around 2:30 a.m. His last 


memory of the incident was a 
gang of two or three men who ap¬ 
proached him as he inserted his 
ATM card into the machine, who 
then forced him to withdraw $200 
cash. He has no idea what hap¬ 
pened next. 

“I don’t remember the attack¬ 
ers,” Skinner told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I really don’t remember 
anything other than that they 
forced me to take out the maxi¬ 
mum amount you can withdraw at 
an ATM, then I was knocked out.” 

Sugar saw Skinner lying out¬ 
side Cafe Flore and immediately 
called 911. Paramedics arrived 
and drove him to the nearby med¬ 
ical center, where he was exam¬ 
ined in the emergency room. 
Skinner had been badly beaten 
and suffered two black eyes, abra¬ 
sions on his face, his hands, el¬ 
bows and knees scraped and 
bleeding. 


“I’ve contacted Wells Fargo 
Bank and asked them to look at 
their video tapes from the camera 
that records ATM transactions,” 
Skinner said. “I’m waiting for [the 
bank] to get back to me so that we 
can identify the guys who did this. 

“I really hope they can help, be¬ 
cause the police who took my re¬ 
port at the hospital that morning 
were very rude, and told me that I 
shouldn’t have been alone at that 
time of the night. They said there’s 
not much they can do, which 
sounds like bullshit to me.” T

Armed trio pull Castro / Haight crimes

T wo armed robberies in the 
Upper Market area on the 
same day this month have 
the San Francisco Patrol Special 
Police concerned that a trio of 
armed hoodlums may be specifi¬ 
cally targeting the area. 

Over the last three months, 
robbery victims in the Castro and 
Haight districts have provided 
similar descriptions of three as¬ 
sailants, according to robbery vic¬ 
tims’ narratives filed with the pa¬ 
trol. [See ‘Armed robbery in Cas¬ 
tro,” January 14.] 

Most recently, on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 16, a lone pedestrian de¬ 
scribed the threesome who alleged¬ 
ly robbed him of his wallet, cash, 
identification, and credit cards, and 
said one of the suspects injured 
him. Also that day, a sales clerk at 
the RPM clothing store at 535 Cas¬ 
tro Street reported a robbery in¬ 
volving only one visible perpetrator. 

The clerk said she was alone in 
the store at around 3:45 p.m. and 


was talking on the phone when 
the suspect approached her and 
told her to hang up. When she 
did, the suspect simulated a gun 
in his left jacket pocket and point¬ 
ed it at her, telling her to give him 
all the money in the cash register. 
The clerk complied, handing him 
between $150 and $200. The sus¬ 
pect then told her to show him 
where the store safe was located. 
When she told him that RPM did 
not have a safe, he turned and ran 
out of the store and was last seen 
running northbound on Castro 
Street. The suspect is described as 
a black adult male, 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, weighing approximately 200 
pounds. He was wearing a hooded 
black sweatshirt and black jeans. 

The second reported incident 
took place at the 300 block of 
Douglass Street, near the 20th 
Street intersection. The victim re¬ 
ported that three men ap¬ 
proached him while he was walk¬ 
ing home, pointed a gun at his 
head, and demanded his wallet. 
The victim complied, but the 
gunman struck him anyway with 


the butt of the gun, cutting him 
above the right ear. The suspects 
then ran to a parked silver Ford 
Taurus and raced north on Dou¬ 
glass toward Market Street. 

One suspect is described as a 
black male adult between 18 and 
21 years of age, 6 feet 1 inch tall 
with a thin build, wearing a dark 
hooded parka. The next suspect 
also is described as a black male 
adult, between 18 and 21 years of 
age, 5 feet 10 inches with a thin 
build, wearing a dark parka. The 
third suspect is a black male adult, 
between 18 and 20 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches, about 140 pounds, 
and also wearing a dark parka. 

Some of the incidents have been 
reported as hate crimes, due to the 
assailants’ alleged use of anti-gay 
language and racial slurs. ▼

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Hundreds rally for gay Marin teen

lutching umbrellas and 
P , picket signs, Marin County 
%$ residents came out in force 
last Saturday, February 20 to show 
their support for minority youth 
who have been the victims of re¬ 
cent hate crime attacks. 

An estimated 300 people par¬ 
ticipated in the “Rally Against 
Hate” in Novato’s Pioneer Park, an 
event precipitated by an apparent 
attack against an openly gay high 
school student, Adam Colton, 
February 12. This is the latest in a 
series of crimes against Colton, a 
San Marin High School senior 
who, according to police, was the 
victim of an assault and several 
vandalism incidents last fall. 

Dozens of elected officials, 
school staff members, representa¬ 
tives from community organiza¬ 
tions, and private citizens spoke in 


support of Colton and others, in¬ 
cluding an African-American 
youth who was assaulted by mud- 
throwers. 

“This is something that has be¬ 
smirched this town now,” said 
Courtney Hughes, a member of 
the Novato Police Oversight 
Committee. “I’m speaking as a 
private citizen who’s outraged.” 

The mood was passionate and 
energetic, despite a constant 
downpour that kept participants 
huddled under their umbrellas or 
jammed into the small gazebo to 
escape the chilling rain. 

Other speakers included 
Marin County District Attorney 
Paula Kamena, school district Su¬ 
perintendent John Bernard, city 
councilmembers, school board 
members, Mayor Michael DeGe- 
orgio, North Marin Supervisor 
Cynthia Murray, and Congress- 
woman Lynn Woolsey, (D- 
Petaluma). 


Novato school board member 
Bill Payne displayed a sign that he 
was placing in his yard, and chal¬ 
lenged others to do the same. The 
sign said, “Not in this backyard. 
We hate hate crime.” 

Many of the people at the rally 
were teenagers, students from No¬ 
vato high schools, and members 
of Rainbow’s End, a support 
group for gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and questioning teens sponsored 
by Spectrum in San Anselmo. 
Teens from Rainbow’s End ad¬ 
dressed the crowd individually, 
sharing their feelings about what 
its like to be a gay or lesbian 
youth. 

“One of the things I feel safe 
about,” said Rainbow’s End mem¬ 
ber Marc Dolan, “is when people 
like you guys come out. ... I feel 
unsafe when kids are taught that 
being gay is about sex instead of 
about love and being true to who 
we are.” 


Youngsters cheered for Sinaloa 
Middle School counselor Whitney 
Hoyt, who came out as a lesbian 
at her school six months ago. 

The rally was sponsored by 
over a dozen local organizations, 
including Spectrum, the Marin 
County Human Rights Round¬ 
table on Hate Violence, Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays’s (PFLAG) North Bay chap¬ 
ter, and various racial and ethnic 
coalitions. 

The following Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 22, some 400 people attended 
a public forum hosted by the No¬ 
vato Unified School District, 
where they heard the latest infor¬ 
mation about the incidents in¬ 
volving Colton and had a chance 
to talk about the situation. School 
district spokeswoman Teresa Ma- 
hony said the district plans to 
hold three more public forums in 
March at the various middle 
schools. ▼

own advice and spend nights at 
the Mission Rock Shelter and the 
Episcopal shelter at 8th and 
Howard streets. 

“I need to understand the city 
and its problems,” he said. “I’ll be 
mayor of all the citizens, not just 
the ones who donate to cam¬ 
paigns” 

Although Reid found that 
Mission Rock was warm and 
serves hot food, he said the place 
is Filthy and if people don’t take 
all of their belongings with them 
wherever they go, they’ll likely be 
stolen. He said services at the 
shelter are nonexistent, other 
than providing a roof and the hot 
food. There are no programs of¬ 
fered that would help homeless 
people manage their money or 
find work or housing. Of the cur¬ 
rent staff, he came away believing 
“some are really courteous, some 
are rude.” 

Reid also found that men and 
women are separated at Mission 
Rock, so that heterosexual couples 
can’t be together, and people are 
separated from any pet they bring 
with them. 

“My feeling is that there 
should be a place where you can 
sit down with someone,” Reid 
said. “People have to have a shelter 
they want to go to.” 

He also suggested laundry fa¬ 
cilities would help the situation, 
and said that “there’s nowhere to 
store anything.” When morning 
comes, everyone has to leave - 
and the routine of lining up to get 


a cot for the night starts over 
again later in the day. 

How did homeless people 
react to Reid’s stay at Mission 
Rock? “They liked the fact that 
somebody cared about them,” 
Reid said. “In my campaign for 
supervisor, my only issue was 
Muni but at candidate meetings, 
somebody always raised a hand 
and there was a homeless ques¬ 
tion. A lot of people want the 
problem solved. The homeless are 
happy when they find anybody 
who cares.” 

Of the people he observed 
staying at the shelter, many had 
various mental health or sub¬ 
stance abuse problems; others 
lacked social skills. Once their 
monthly general assistance checks 
arrive, the shelters clear out as 
some use the money to stay at 
what Reid described as “sleazy ho¬ 
tels” and spend the rest on drugs 
or alcohol. 

Permanent solutions 

Reid said he would like to see 
the shelter offer more 30-day 
spots - some are available at Mis¬ 
sion Rock - so that people can 
have a sense that they have a 
home, even if it’s not permanent. 
The month could be utilized hav¬ 
ing social skills classes and other 
programs to help people get back 
on their feet. 

“If we have people in our grip 
for 30 days,” he believes, “we can 
teach them.” 

He also knows that shelters are 
no substitute for permanent 
housing. He suggests the city 
should build small studio-sized 
units that homeless people could 


afford. Other units could be sold 
to low income people, providing 
more affordable housing than ex¬ 
ists currently. “We could create 
something that easy and hire 
them to build this housing,” he 
told the B.A.R. “The idea’s just be¬ 
ginning to jell in my head,” Reid 
added. 

While Reid has ambitious 
ideas to help the homeless, he’s 
also getting signatures for a char¬ 
ter amendment to fix the belea¬ 
guered Muni system. While he 
was staying at the Mission Rock 
Shelter and the Episcopal shelter, 
he rode Muni everyday. “I was ig¬ 
nored,” Reid said, speculating it 
was because of his unshaven and 
unkempt appearance. He added 
that oftentimes, he even waved his 
Fast Pass in an effort to catch a 
bus. Sometimes he was successful. 
“Twenty-five percent of the dri¬ 
vers were great, they’d tell you the 
next stop. Fifty percent were 
mediocre and 25 percent were 
rude,” he added. 

But getting the word out to 
voters about his ideas is a lot of 
work and the effort requires 
money, one of the things in short 
supply at the Reid campaign, 
which is being managed by Russ 
Provenzo, who’s also gay and has a 
master’s degree in business ad¬ 
ministration. 

“Finances are my weakest 
part,” Reid admitted. ▼

and another injecting crystal 
methamphetamine into his fore¬ 
arm. 

“The pictures are very person¬ 
al, very powerful images,” Miran¬ 
da said. “They speak to all sorts of 
issues that aren’t otherwise easily 
addressed.” 

The photos will be accompa¬ 
nied by quotes collected from 
conversations with the hustlers to 
give a deeper look into the lives of 
hustlers on and off the streets. 

Empowering experience 

Miranda said the project al¬ 
lowed him and Stop AIDS to es¬ 
tablish relationships with the hus¬ 
tlers, who are clearly at a great risk 
for HIV. 


The project has also intro¬ 
duced Stop AIDS’s Polk Street of¬ 
fice to the hustlers, and Miranda 
said they routinely stop by his of¬ 
fice to pick up supplies or just to 
talk. He said the opportunity for 
the young men to photograph and 
document their lives was empow¬ 
ering and acknowledged them as 
members of the community. 

“Some of the guys have quite 
an eye,” Miranda said. “And some 
of them asked me, ‘Were mine the 
best?’ They really took pride in 
their pictures.” 

But he said the photographs 
are also a powerful means to help 
educate the hustlers and a way to 
begin conversation with the 
“Johns” of the neighborhood as 
well. 

“It’s a two-sided discussion,” 
Miranda said. “There are hustlers, 
and there are Johns. Obviously the 
Johns are socializing in the Polk. 
And they are all part of the com¬ 
munity in the neighborhood.” 


Miranda said he hopes that by 
humanizing the hustlers and pro¬ 
moting understanding of the hus¬ 
tlers’ lives, they won’t be viewed as 
a problem but as part of the com¬ 
munity. 

The Stop AIDS Project’s aim is 
to prevent transmission of HIV, 
and Miranda said any effective 
prevention in the Polk will in¬ 
clude the understanding of the 
hustlers’ experiences. 

“It’s a good way to open peo¬ 
ple’s eyes and start some conver¬ 
sations,” Miranda said. “And that 
can only be good for everyone, 
right?” T

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Queer youth temp shelter moving ahead 

Supes revise plan to calm neighbors

P lans are moving ahead for 
the temporary emergency 
shelter for queer-identified 
youth at the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center (EVRC). At a public 
meeting Thursday, February 18, 
called by San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Leslie Katz, who’s spearhead¬ 
ing the effort, city officials an¬ 
nounced changes to the plan that 
were made to help alleviate con¬ 
cerns by parents and others in the 
Castro neighborhood. 

Under Katz’s revised proposal, 
the shelter will serve 25 youth - 
not the 30 originally mentioned at 
a meeting earlier this month - 
and will open Monday, March 1 
and continue serving the young 
people until May 15. The estimat¬ 
ed budget for the project is be¬ 
tween $75,000 and $85,000. There 
are plans for a public hearing on 
March 31 to assess how the shelter 
is running. 

Among the new details that 
city officials offered last week were 
that San Francisco police officers 
and the San Francisco Patrol Spe¬ 
cial Police would increase patrols 
in the area, and that the shelter 
will not allow in-and-out privi¬ 
leges for the youth. Authorities 
said they will compile informa¬ 
tion from any calls received about 
the shelter and bring the data to 
the March meeting. 

Additionally, Katz announced 
that Larkin Street Youth Center 
was awarded the contract for a 
permanent youth shelter that 
should be up and running later 
this year. That facility will be for 
30 queer-identified and straight 
youth, with dedicated services for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
and questioning (LGBTQ) young 
adults. The permanent shelter will 
not be located in the Castro, al¬ 
though a definite site has not been 
determined yet. 

Youth between the ages of 18 
and 23 will be served at the tem¬ 


porary shelter. 

While there were still concerns 
and expressed opposition to the 
plan, last week’s meeting was de¬ 
scribed as better than the one held 
in the Castro February 4. Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno, speaking last 
week, asked that people refer to 
the shelter clients as “guests,” and 
suggested they be given a greater 
sense of participation and en¬ 
gagement in the shelter. 

“I have a hope we can be offer¬ 
ing more than shelter to youth,” 
Leno told the packed committee 
room at City Hall. 

Katz continued to emphasize 
the temporary nature of the EVRC 
shelter; both she and Leno noted 
that officials involved with the 
plan know who the youth are 
who’ll be served by the shelter. All 
referrals would be made by Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center (LYRIC), which 
has queer programs at the site 
along with EVRC’s teen program. 
The recreation center is heavily 
used by children from two nearby 
schools, the public Harvey Milk 
Civil Rights Academy and the pri¬ 
vate Live Oak School, as well as se¬ 
nior citizens and others. Last 
week, it was parents from Live Oak 
who expressed the most concerns 
about the plan, mainly centering 
on health issues such as head lice. 

Anne Kronenberg, from the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH), explained that the depart¬ 
ment reviews the city’s homeless 
shelters to monitor environmen¬ 
tal health and cleanliness issues. 
DPH workers “would do the 
same,” at EVRC, she said. “I’m 
happy to say that at Mission Rock 
Shelter there are no serious inci¬ 
dents of any kind,” Kronenberg 
said, referring to the city’s largest 
homeless shelter that houses ap¬ 
proximately 500 to 600 people. 

Regarding lice and scabies, 
Kronenberg said neither lives off 
the human body for any length of 
time. The health department has 
suggested bagging bedding and 


CAPE to hold East Bay 
meeting , SF benefit

T he new statewide queer 
rights group, California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equal¬ 
ity (CAPE) will meet again in 
Oakland this Saturday, February 
27. Members of the group noted 
that last month’s East Bay meet¬ 
ing was well attended, and hope 
for a good turnout this time. 

Items on the agenda include 
further discussions of both the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force-backed “Equality Begins at 
Home” rally in Sacramento Sun¬ 
day, March 21 and the Youth 
Lobby Day in Sacramento set for 
Monday, March 22. CAPE’s East 
Bay contingent hopes to 
strengthen the voice of the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) community in 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties. Organizers were 
pleased that attendees at last 
month’s meeting were represen¬ 
tative of both counties. 

In other CAPE news, a bene¬ 
fit for the organization takes 
place in San Francisco this 
Wednesday, March 3 at the home 


of Chuck Holmes, located at 
2050 Jackson Street, from 6 to 8 
p.m. Single tickets are $75. 

CAPE was formed last year in 
response to the closing of the 
Lobby for Individual Freedom 
and Equality (LIFE). CAPE 
hopes to attract more grassroots 
members and has lower mem¬ 
bership fees than the LIFE Lobby 
had; the group is also focusing 
exclusively on LGBT human 
rights issues, as opposed to the 
LIFE Lobby that also dealt with 
HIV/AIDS measures. Individual 
CAPE memberships are $25; low 
income, $10; and organizational 
memberships begin at $200. Or¬ 
ganizers said memberships are 
encouraged in order to support 
the new group. ▼

clothing. A second health concern 
was the fact that there are no 
working showers at EVRC - they 
were dismantled some 19 years 
ago. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
told the crowd that he’s worked 
out an arrangement with Mission 
High School for the shelter clients 
to use showers there. The exact 
dates and how the youth would 
get to the high school have not 
been finalized. 

Some people were concerned 
about homeless youth being at 
EVRC. Cheryl Deaner, who runs 
All Our Families Coalition and 
whose son attends Live Oak, 
spoke out against the shelter. “The 
bottom line is how my son sur¬ 
vives in the Castro and he doesn’t 
feel safe,” she said. “I cannot see 
how my son’s safety will be en¬ 
hanced by a shelter.” 

Lisa Nicol, former board pres¬ 
ident at Live Oak, read a list of 
items they wanted to city to abide 
by when the shelter is up and run¬ 
ning. Those included wanting ac¬ 


countability for the project, not 
more than 20 youth at the shelter, 
and the posting of “drug free 
zone” signs at the site. Leno, who 
runs a sign shop, offered to do¬ 
nate such signs. 

Others, including several gay 
residents who said they used to be 
homeless, spoke of the need for 
temporary shelter. Marc Gofstein 
was supportive of the plan. “I’m a 
gay man who until just a few years 
ago was homeless,” Gofstein said. 
“To infer all homeless want to live 
this way is insulting. Why are queer 
youth homeless? A number are 
runaways and that they come to 
the gay mecca is understandable.” 

Eric Ciasullo, who now works 
for DPH and who worked with 
the Ark of Refuge last year when 
that agency ran a youth shelter, 
said there were no significant 
problems, including drug dealing. 
“I’m a person with HIV and I did¬ 
n’t get scabies and had no prob¬ 
lems with lice and I was a lead 
counselor,” he said. “The young 


people really worked with us to 
make it a safe place and we were 
really up front with them.” 

Katz said two professional 
shelter staff from Ark of Refuge 
would supervise the young people 
at EVRC each evening. 

The other primary concern in¬ 
volved what the young people 
would do during the day after 
leaving the shelter. Patrick Batt, 
president of Merchants of Upper 
Market and Castro (MUMC) said 
he doesn’t oppose the theory of 
having the shelter. “I have opposi¬ 
tion that it lacks focus,” Batt said. 

Leno suggested that some of 
the shelter clients could work with 
merchants, perhaps on a Castro 
beautification project. Batt wasn’t 
the only merchant who spoke; bar 
owner Morgan Gorrono said he 
supports the shelter and offered to 
donate volunteer services of some 
of his employees to construct a 
temporary shed so that the cots, 
which are to be stored outside 
during the day, would stay dry. T

SF TG activists host website and 
vigil to remember murder victim

M ore than 100 transgender 
activists and supporters 
participated in a vigil Sat¬ 
urday night, February 20 to re¬ 
member transgender people who 
have been killed since the high 
profile murder of Brandon Teena 
on New Year’s Eve, 1993. The vigil 
was held outside the Castro The¬ 
ater, just before a presentation of a 
film about Teena’s murder. 

The event was organized by the 
new transgender direct action 
group TG Rage. When looking for 
someone to speak and direct the 
vigil, the group turned to one of 
its members, local transgender 
leader Gwen Smith. 

Smith, a Concord-based free¬ 
lance web designer, is best known 
as the coordinator of the Trans¬ 
gender Community Forum for 


On Q, a gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender forum on America 
Online (AOL). The transgender 
forum is the second most visited 
section of On Q, which is the 
most popular forum on AOL. 

“There are more of us out 
there than we think,” Smith told 
the Bay Area Reporter, stating that 
several thousand people visit the 
transgender forum daily. Smith 
helped organize the forum after 
informal transgender chatrooms 
were the source of complaints to 
AOL. 

“When I see something that 
needs to be done, I stick my nose 
in,” she said. 

However, vigil organizers came 
to Smith not because of her role 
on AOL, but a more recent project 
that has consumed “hundreds of 
hours” of her time. 

After the murder late last No¬ 
vember of Rita Hester, a transgen-

der woman in Boston, Smith was 
amazed to learn that people on a 
transgender chat that she hosts on 
AOL did not know about two 
other high-profile murders of 
transgender people in Boston just 
a few years earlier. 

This inspired Smith to develop 
Remembering Our Dead, a web¬ 
site that contains details of mur¬ 
dered transgender people. The site 
presently lists details on 97 peo¬ 
ple, with Smith adding six that she 
learned of since Saturday’s vigil. 

Smith believes that the num¬ 
ber of murdered transgender per¬ 
sons is much larger. Details of 
many murders of transgender 
poor, homeless or sex workers go 
largely unnoticed. “They think 
‘Oh, its just another gender trash 


prostitute,”’ Smith said sadly. 

Smith, a member of the trans¬ 
gender advisory committee of the 
Gay and Lesbian Historical Soci¬ 
ety of Northern California, has 
spent many hours combing 
through the society’s archives for 
references to transgender-related 
murders. Recently, she has been 
receiving submissions of names 
from visitors to the site who recall 
other murders not listed. After re¬ 
ceiving a submission, Smith re¬ 
searches and adds the person to 
the site. 

In addition to her work on the 
Internet, Smith has been actively 
organizing transgender people in 
the real world. In addition to her 
involvement with TG Rage, she 
organized TransBay, an eight- 


month old informal gathering 
that draws about 30 transgender 
people monthly to a social mixer 
at a coffee house in San Francisco. 
Not surprisingly, the group has a 
website designed by Smith. 

“My biggest goal is that the 
world know that we’re out there, 
and deserve our rights,” Smith 
said. T

T he third annual True Spirit 
Conference for transgen- 
dered men, sponsored by 
the American Boyz, will take place 
this weekend, February 26-28, in 
Laurel, Maryland. 

According to conference orga¬ 
nizers, the three-day event will 
focus on “the social, physical, emo¬ 
tional, spiritual, and relational 
health of all gender variant people 
on the FTM [female-to-male] 
spectrum and their significant oth¬ 
ers, friends, families, and allies.” 

The conference will include 
readings, workshops, and panel 
presentations on such topics as 


health during transition, legal is¬ 
sues, relationships, employment 
issues, and spirituality.

ing hormones. According to con¬ 
ference media coordinator Trey 
Maurer, “Getting routine health 


checks can be an exceptional chal¬ 
lenge for some trans people, so we 
try to remove one of the barriers 
to access by bringing the health¬ 
care provider to the conference 
rather than sending people out to 
find a provider on their own.”

N ominations for the third 
annual Gay/Lesbian Amer¬ 
ican Music Awards 
(GLAMA) will be announced 
Tuesday, March 2 and according 
to Tom McCormack, co-executive 
producer of the event, GLAMA is 
still looking to hear from people 
interested in judging. 

Categories to be honored in¬ 
clude acoustic/folk, cabaret, cast 
recording, choral, classical, come¬ 
dy, dance music, jazz, out record¬ 
ing, pop, pop instrumental, 
rock/al ter native, contemporary 
classical composer, original out 
song, video of the year, album of 
the year and debut. In addition, 
awards will be presented to female 
artist, male artist, and 
band/duo/group. 

“There are many exciting addi¬ 


tions and changes for this round 
of awards, including many new 
categories,” McCormack con¬ 
firmed. “When we began we 
weren’t sure how wide of a net to 
cast genre-wise so we kept it fair¬ 
ly generic, but we were so im¬ 
pressed by the number of submis¬ 
sions last year, we decided to open 
things up a bit.” 

Co-executive producer 
Michael Mitchell said, “We’ve also 
changed the judging process a bit. 
For the first time, voting privileges 
for the final nominees will be ex¬ 
tended to all those artists submit¬ 
ting for consideration as well as to 
GLAMA members.” 

The awards will be presented 
April 12 in New York City. 
GLAMA judges are not required 
to attend the awards presentation 
nor - unlike the performers - 
must they self-identify as lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, or transgendered. 


They must be in the music busi¬ 
ness, however, as music press peo¬ 
ple, major/indie artists, music in¬ 
dustry personnel, radio produc¬ 
ers, deejays, or video directors. 

Each judge is assigned to a cat¬ 
egory and receives a compilation 
tape of all entries for that catego¬ 
ry. They are required to listen to 
all songs/pieces on an official 
audio tape, and then complete the 
ballot based on performance, pro¬ 
duction and overall impression. 
Judges receive no more than five 
CDs (unless they want more; 
none for “comedy” and “video”) 
that were entered into “album” or 
“debut” categories. 

Only artists, their record/pro¬ 
duction company or representa¬ 
tive may submit a recording for 
nomination. All entries must have 
had their commercial release be¬ 
tween January 1 and December 
31, 1998, and feature a self-iden¬ 


tified lesbian, gay male, bisexual, 
or transgender performer. Last 
year’s GLAMA winners included 
Tom Robinson, the Indigo Girls, 
Rent's Anthony Rapp, Suzanne 
Westenhoefer, Fred Hersch, and 
Catie Curtis. GLAMA’s honorary 
awards - the Outmusic Award 
and the Michael Callen Medal of 
Achievement - will be announced 
later this year. Recipients in past 
years have included Boy George, 
k.d. lang, RuPaul, Ferron, Tom 
Robinson, and Cris Williamson. 

Mitchell and McCormack said 
they created the ceremony to “to 
be more than simply an event, but 
rather a space where music mak¬ 
ers might be honored, and where 
they and others might find 
courage to be truthful in their 
music and in their lives. 

“We believe that too often 


artists who are gay reject a part of 
themselves because they’re afraid 
of how it might be perceived by 
their fans or their record label,” 
they said. “We know artists who 
have experienced such a rejection. 
But we also know many - often 
those who felt rejected - who have 
recognized that to not include this 
essential part of their identity in 
their artistic expression would be 
death to their own creativity.” 

The GLAMA event is support¬ 
ed by The Village Voice, NYC Net, 
Chivas Regal, American Airlines 
and GLO-radio. T

Stopping fusion: a new 
class with a few compromises

F usion inhibitors, the newest 
class of antiretroviral drugs, 
are gaining attention as a 
new target for slowing and stop¬ 
ping HIV replication. At the re¬ 
cent Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infections in 
Chicago, new data was brought to 
light on the first fusion inhibitor 
in development, T-20, which was 
the focus of previous Writers Pool 
articles. (See “An unusual part¬ 
nership to find a cure,” January 3, 
1999; other articles appeared Au¬ 
gust 13, 1998 and September 23, 
1997.) 

Fusion inhibitors bring hope 
to a group of people with AIDS 
needing more options for treat¬ 
ment, because other choices have 
failed to bring HIV under control, 
or have become too difficult to 
tolerate. With news of increasing 
deaths in AIDS, this new class of 
drugs is promising for people who 
have run out of alternatives and 


are getting sick again. 

The inhibitors work by stop¬ 
ping fusion - or attachment - to 
the outside of the human T-cell in 
the beginning phase of the HIV 
replication life-cycle. Other HIV 
drugs work at later stages of the 
life-cycle, combining to bring a 
powerful determent to replicating 
virus. Since many people are 
experiencing drug resis¬ 
tance and are no 
longer getting any ( 
effect from the older 
drugs, activists have 
been clamoring for new 
therapeutic targets to hit 
the virus. And together 
with protease in¬ 
hibitor/nucleoside 
combinations, 
adding a drug that 
hits a different HIV target may 
weaken the virus further. The new 
data looks compelling, though 
not earth-shattering, as a new 
treatment option. 

At the Chicago meeting 
Trimeris, the company developing 
T-20 (also known as Pentafuside), 


presented data on its Phase II clin¬ 
ical in people who had taken most 
other antiviral drugs. The news 
was some of the most hopeful of 
all drugs in the pipeline at the 
conference, and in this day of pro¬ 
tease inhibitor hoopla, it’s very 
encouraging to see a new class of 
HIV drugs hit the radar screen. 

Activists from ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate and Project Inform 
have been working with 
the company to bring 
this new drug to 
fruition. Two sites in 
the Bay Area, San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital 
and Dr. Jay Lalezari’s 
practice, enrolled pa¬ 
tients for this study. 

In the study, T-20 
was given to 78 peo¬ 
ple for 28 days. In the higher dose 
group participants were able to 
see 90 percent reduction in viral 
load. All dose groups combined 
(except the lowest dose) saw an 
average viral load drop of 0.6 logs, 
which is not in the range of “high¬ 
ly active” therapies used today. 
But the result was not bad consid¬ 
ering half of the participants had 
used all three classes of antiviral 
drugs and 98 percent had used 
protease inhibitors before. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there was a trend in in¬ 
creased viral load by week four in 
these patients, which probably 
means that the drug becomes re¬ 
sistant. Therefore, T-20 will most

definitely be best used in combi¬ 
nation with other antivirals, and 
the company plans to continue 
studying this population. 

Lalezari, a lead investigator of 
the study, stated in a company 
press release, “The encouraging 
results from this trial affirm that 
T-20 continues to hold promise 
for the growing number of HIV- 
infected people who are failing 
currently approved drugs.” He 
added, “There is genuine excite¬ 
ment in the medical community 
for T-20 because it is the only 
drug in Phase II clinical trials 
which works by an entirely novel 
mechanism of action.” 

Initially, there was hope that the 
drug might be useful as a 
monotherapy, but like all the pre- 


could’ve been a difficult addition 
to the already burdensome regi¬ 
men people with AIDS must en¬ 
dure. Trimeris does not plan to 
pursue further studies using the 
pump given this information.

Trimeris has another fusion in¬ 
hibitor in development that is 
showing effectiveness against T- 
20-resistant strains in the test 
tube, another positive step in fu¬ 
sion inhibitor development. Other 
companies are working on at least 
three other fusion inhibitors, but 
they are only in Phase I studies. 
Clearly there is new interest in this 
class of drugs because of their 
novel mechanism of action. Plus, 
pharmaceutical companies need

vious classes of drugs, we now 
know that the best way to prevent 
resistance is to use more than three 
drugs in combination. Longterm 
survivor and AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty, who has used up many of 
his therapy options, said, “I’m 
waiting for compassionate use of 
T-20 in combination with other 
drugs so I can buy another year.” 

In the trial, T-20 was given 
twice daily by subcutaneous 
(under the skin) injection or by a 
pump, which delivers the drug 
continuously, similar to one used 
in people with diabetes. People 
could either stay on their present 
stable antiviral regimen or take T- 
20 alone. Local injection site irri¬ 
tation was noted in most of the 
patients, but fortunately only 3 
percent had to discontinue and 
leave the study because of it. The 
researchers say the drug appears 
to be well tolerated, at least in this 
early phase of study that was de¬ 
signed to look at safety among 
other parameters. 

A surprising result of the study 
was that the twice-daily injections 
delivered equal drug in the blood 
as did the pump, and there was no 
difference in effectiveness between 
the two delivery mechanisms. This 
is good news because the pump 


new interest in HIV drug develop¬ 
ment, especially in this new era, 
since the market has become flush 
with other drugs. 

The caveat to this encouraging 
news is that there is concern that 
the small bio-technical companies 
developing these drugs will not 
have the money to take them 
through expensive clinical trials. 
T-20 is difficult and expensive to 
make and there is stiff competi¬ 
tion among the pharmaceutical 
companies, so the drug will most 
likely be expensive. As Getty ob¬ 
served, “The FDA makes it so ex¬ 
pensive for a company to develop 
drugs and these huge companies, 
who have already cornered the 
market, will end up buying the 
rights for fusion inhibitors. The 
result will be less competition and 
higher prices for the gouging 
companies. HMOs will be reluc¬ 
tant to pay. Is that helping people 
with AIDS?” 

Given that problem, it is too 
early to tell if the newer fusion in¬ 
hibitors will definitively work, but 
it is truly exciting to see them in 
the pipeline, and hopefully this 
flurry of excitement will generate 
development of more new com¬ 
pounds for people in late stage 
HIV disease. ▼ 


West Hollywood 
may become the 
first'Safer Sex Cit/

V he Southern California-based AIDS Healthcare Foundation 
I (AHF) has announced a ballot initiative to declare the city of 
I West Hollywood the first-ever "Safer Sex City.” 

The initiative would require the city to distribute condoms and 
safer sex educational materials to area businesses such as bars and 
restaurants, and would require that these establishments make the 
materials available to their customers. It would also exempt non¬ 
profit agencies that provide safer sex education or HIV/AIDS in¬ 
formation or treatment from off-street parking requirements. 

Three thousand signatures are required to qualify the initiative 
for the ballot. 

According to AHF President Michael Weinstein, “There has been 
a frightening loss of vigilance in safer sex practices among younger 
gay men. West Hollywood .. . has a chance to set a profound world¬ 
wide example by enacting this measure and becoming the nation’s 
first safer sex city.” ▼

ACRC’s ‘Living Now’ 
empowers and 
educates in South Bay

T win goals are being met at 
the new “Living Now” pro¬ 
gram at AIDS Community 
Research Consortium (ACRC), 
volunteer Jim Murphy told the 
Bay Area Reporter recently, as he 
described the program’s compo¬ 
nents and objectives. A course of 
16 sessions for HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple, the first goal is to provide the 
most up-to-date information nec¬ 
essary to sustain health in the face 
of having the infection. The sec¬ 
ond is to make each of the 15 par¬ 
ticipants a potential educator who 
can spread knowledge in various 
communities. 

Class sessions are on a contin¬ 
uum from “Understanding HIV” 
through “Opportunistic Infec¬ 
tions” to “Nutrition/Water Safety.” 

The brainchild of Executive Di¬ 
rector Michael Edell a couple of 
years ago, Living Now goes beyond 
the consortium’s primary purpose 
of shepherding HIV-positive vol¬ 
unteers through clinical trials de¬ 
signed to test medication being 
produced by pharmaceutical busi¬ 
nesses. The hope is that each par¬ 
ticipant will, in turn, pass along his 
new-found knowledge to others. 

Murphy is 38, a trained engi¬ 
neering maintenance man, tall 
and ruddy, with a great grin. 
Asked if he is out, he replies, 
“Very!” Mated? “Not at this point,

but I am dating.” 

Designated as a patient advo¬ 
cate in ACRC’s official literature, 
Murphy explains that the term is 
not to be taken in the legalistic 
sense. From the rest of his ac¬ 
count, it appears that “facilitator” 
might be the more accurate term. 

Acceptance 
through empathy 

Within the Living Now group, 
a primary realization is that each 
HIV-positive member recognizes 
that the status of all is the same. 
So what is the degree of mutual 
acceptance? “High,” Murphy 
replies at once. What is the effect 
on testimony? “The group seems 
more acceptant of what other 


members say - perhaps more than 
that from the official caregivers - 
because each realizes we know 
what it’s like.” Consequently, po¬ 
tential problems, such as those 
stemming from race, are practi¬ 
cally nonexistent. 

A broader and longer-ranging 
effect engendered by the group is 
a conviction that having a support 
network, or at least a cadre of 
helpers, is most valuable. 

Murphy, who is on state dis¬ 
ability, often fulfills speaking en¬ 
gagements, which can vary from a 
restless bunch of junior high 
school students to an auditorium 
full of 200 medical students. 

Though expressions of grati¬ 
tude are rare on the occasion, he 
gets thank you letters later with 
statements of admiration for his 
strength and helpfulness. The 
most poignant say that he has 
given them “something to live 
for.” 

Asked about what rewards he 
feels from such efforts, Murphy 
says, “The positive feedback is an 
‘on the spot’ reward. Often I feel I 
am giving them more hope than 
they can get from drugs. But too, 
there is the reward from realizing 
that I have encouraged many to 
go into the drug trials.” ▼

to honor Carl in a unique way and 
his is the only jersey to be retired, 
since tracksters really just wear 
different little paper numbers for 
each race, so it’s sort of one sports 
symbolism clashing with another. 

Lewis’s training mate and close 
friend Leroy Burrell gave Carl an¬ 
other globe, saying, 
“Whenever you de¬ 
cide you want to go 
somewhere, you can look at 
this and know that wherever 
you go, they’ll know who you 
are.” 

Omnipotent global 
fame; not on every 
person’s To Do list, 
but one sure thing;

But it would seem Mister 
Lewis is no stranger to tran- 
vestism, nor the concept of supe¬ 
rior creatures invading earth and 
toying with mere humans.

man said. 

Investigators said the nature of 
Keller’s death make it highly like¬ 
ly that the killer was a man. “It’s 
the type of killing that only a man 
would do,” Huberman added. “We 
just don’t see deaths like this one 
in which a woman would have 
been involved. 

“Additional tests by the coro¬ 
ner’s office will be able to indicate 
the weight of the individual sus¬ 
pected of stomping on Keller’s 
chest and rib cage. There seems to 
have been some torture involved, 
where beating and brutalizing led 
to his death. We think the death 
could be motivated by hate, that it 


could be a gay hate crime.” 

Although Keller was married, 
his wife - who lives in New Jersey 
- had no information on Keller’s 
sexual history outside of their 
marriage. “We have talked with 
Keller’s best friend back in New 
Jersey and with his father,” Vacav¬ 
ille Detective Don Wallar, who is 
leading the investigation, told the 
B.A.R., “and both men confirmed 
that Keller had a history of bisexu¬ 
ality. He had been known to have 
sex with men but was not open 
about his sexuality. His bisexuality 
goes back many years and there 
are reports of several male sexual 
liaisons during his lifetime.” 

Later in the investigation the 
coroner’s office confirmed that 
seminal fluid was found in Keller’s 
anus. “We also discovered various 


sex toys under his bed which had 
been purchased a couple of days 
prior to his death. We found a re¬ 
ceipt from Borderline Adult 
Books in Santa Clara, where he 
had purchased a cockring and a 
butt plug. We went to Borderline 
and a sales clerk confirmed that 
he had been to the store and had 
purchased the items,” Wallar said. 

Keller’s body was cremated 
earlier this month, and his ashes 
were flown back to his home in 
New Jersey where they were laid 
to rest. ▼

Michael Powell’s 
‘Peeping Tom’ at 
the Castro Theatre 

D on’t let the benign title of this film 
fool you. Peeping Tom isn’t about 
some run-of-the-mill perv who gets 
his kicks peeking in windows at an 
object of fleshy fascination. Though 
voyeurism is indeed close to the heart of 
Michael Powell’s 1960 film, Peeping Tom is 
actually about a serial killer, Mark Lewis, a 
wannabe film director who toils by day on a 
film set and spends his nights making a 
movie about murder. Funny thing is, the 
stars of his picture are also his victims. 

Lewis’ snuff pic has its origins in one of 
his own father’s pet projects, a manifesto on 
the effects of fear on the human nervous 
system, a multimedia experiment in which 
the infant and teenage Lewis frequently 
played a starring role. In Peeping Tom , Lewis 
takes his father’s research to a new and more 
horrific level: with the aid of a bayonet 
mounted on the symbolic third leg of his 
tripod, he skewers his victims while pho¬ 
tographing the result. “I want to see the face 
of fear,” Lewis mumbles to no one in partic¬ 
ular, and he does. 

Although there is almost no blood to be

T he first time I heard the voice of 
Martha Wash was 1981 at the im¬ 
pressionable age of 15 at a gay club in 
Minneapolis called the Y’all Come 
Back Saloon. The legal age for drink¬ 
ing and clubbing in Minnesota back then 
was 19, and though I didn’t look legal, the 
bouncers didn’t care just as long as you had 
an ID card that said you were legal. I had 
one. That night, Sylvester was scheduled to 
perform at midnight. 

I heard Wash’s voice again last week, by 
phone from her home in New York. 

Mark Norby: The first time I saw you per¬ 
form was 1981 with Sylvester. What's the 
difference between your audiences today 
and the ones back then? 

Martha Wash: I think the biggest difference 
is there’s more of them. The differences in 
age is really noticeable, too. Back then it was 
mostly one age group, and today there’s the 
old ones, the middle ones, and the young 
ones. 

The DJ was already pumping out high 
energy as my older friend Jimmy Lewis and 
I entered the club at around 10:30 p.m. We 
went right up to the bar and ordered Long 
Island Iced Teas and began to traverse the 
crowd of beefy bodies and lanky ladies. To 
me it felt like Studio 54: flashing lights and 
strobes, pulsing beats, randy boys, that in¬ 
cessant “Ah ooha, ah ooha” heard on the 
dance floor, and the pervading fumes of 
poppers. 

When it hit midnight, Two Tons of Fun 
were the first to grace the stage: Martha 


Wash to my left and Izora Armstead to the 
right. The music was pre-recorded, so all we 
were waiting for was the frontman. Sylvester 
came out onto the stage and the music 
dropped. The lights went out, except for two 
soft beams of light, one on Wash, one on 
Armstead — and one bright beam cast on 
Sylvester. Soft fairy-like beats from the first 
number rose beneath our feet. I didn’t quite 
understand the opening lyrics until the end 
of the song’s intro, when I heard, “Take me 
to heaven.” 

What's your best memory of Sylvester? 

Acting crazy on stage! He would just go 
crazy and then walk over to me and whisper 
something in my ear in the middle of a 
song. He’d work the audience and get every¬ 
body going. He was a wild one. 

Wash and Armstead chimed in with their 
soothing “Oooh oooh, aah aah.” Then, as 
though the club were hit by a wicked torna¬ 
do and the roof was falling in, Sylvester ex¬ 
ploded with his passionate high scream, his 
jaws expanding as though he was going to 
swallow the audience whole. 

The passion and energy of those three 
performers was something I wouldn’t expe¬ 
rience again until I moved to San Francisco 
at the age of 19. It was January 1985, and 
Sylvester and the girls were performing at 
the I Beam on Haight Street. Two Tons of 
Fun were now better known as The Weath¬ 
er Girls, but they still performed with 
Sylvester on occasion, and this was one of 
their last shows together. Sylvester was get-

Cry for her

T he 20th anniversary produc¬ 
tion of Tim Rice and An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber’s Evita, 
which rolled into the Orpheum 
Theatre last week, is reported to 
be on its way to Broadway. In a 
misguided attempt to gild the lily 
— I don’t care where you stand 
on the piece politically, musically 
Evita is a masterpiece — much of 
the score has been “re-orchestrat- 
ed to infuse Buenos Aires salsa 
rhythms,” and the three leading 
roles have been cast with Latino 
actors. 

The results are distinctly un¬ 
derwhelming. First of all, the 
original orchestrations by Lloyd 
Webber and Hershy Kay, which 
cleverly assimilate beguiling 
Latin rhythms (samba, tango, be- 
guine), are taut, even witty. The 
new ones, uncredited in the pro¬ 
gram but apparently by music di¬ 
rector Kevin Farrell, do little to 
increase the Latin flavor, and I 
miss the important harp part. 
After all, Evita is a British opera, 
not a South American tango 
show. If the producers really 
wanted to create something 
uniquely Argentinean, they 
should have considered employ¬ 
ing a real composer, as Gidon 
Kremer did to re-orchestrate 
Maria de Buenos Aires, Astor Pi- 
azzolla’s tango operita. 

Larry Fuller, choreographer of 
the Hal Prince-directed original 


Evita, here reproduces Prince’s 
startling theatrical ideas, albeit 
watered down, and adds (as far as 
I can remember) a sleazy, unau- 
thentic “tango” duo to the sensual 
vocal duet that Eva Duarte (Na¬ 
talie Toro) and Juan Peron (Ray¬ 
mond Jaramillo McLeod) sing at 
their first meeting. “I’d Be Sur¬ 
prisingly Good for You” is my fa¬ 
vorite song from the opera, an in¬ 
sinuating beguine that demon¬ 
strates both the genuine sexual at¬ 
traction and the mercenary intent 
of this monstrous couple. The 
danced “tango” does nothing to 
improve Lloyd Webber’s sexy 
scene, and actually detracts from 
the singers. 

Toro is at her best in this num¬ 
ber and in the two introductory 
verses to the opera’s most famous 
aria, “Don’t Cry for Me, Argenti¬ 
na.” In her lower register and at 
quiet dynamic levels, her singing 
has an appealing intensity and 
perfect diction that fixes your at¬ 
tention. When the music rises, ei¬ 
ther in volume or scale, Toro’s 
tinny soprano turns into a parody 
of the Nanny on helium. This un¬ 
fortunate tendency, which had 
people all around me wincing, is 
emphasized by the production’s 
terrible amplified sound. Frankly, 
I don’t get it. Miss Saigon used the 
Orpheum’s Meyer Sound Labs 
equipment, and its amplification 
was state-of-the-art. This produc¬ 
tion, granted by a different sound 
designer, is 50 percent unlisten- 
able. 


Anticlimactic 

Raul Esparza plays Che Gue¬ 
vara with a sneering, nasal manner 
and a kind of stagy huffiness that 
seems at odds with Che’s crudely 
macho character. The opera’s cli¬ 
mactic encounter between its an¬ 
tagonists Evita and Che — the 
only thing Alan Parker got right in 
his overblown film starring 
Madonna and Antonio Banderas 


— doesn’t work here at all. There 
is no chemistry between the 
singers, and the staging of “Waltz 
for Eva and Che” misses the potent 
erotic quality that is the point of 
Lloyd Webber’s opera, i.e. in order 
to command the favor of the 
masses, you have to be able to se¬ 
duce them individually. 

Jaramillo McLeod is actually 
the star of the show. His stolid 
Peron is sexy in a dim, beefy way, 


just as the original was. He has the 
valuable quality of stillness, par¬ 
ticularly important as his co-star 
seems wired, and you sense defi¬ 
nite heat between him and Toro. 
But he doesn’t sing very well, ei¬ 
ther, and “She Is a Diamond” just 
disappears. Even worse is Tom 
Flynn as the tango singer Magaldi, 
who was Evita’s first lover. His 
out-of-tune “On This Night of a

moments are the exquisitely Ro¬ 
mantic riffs delivered from her 
deathbed, alone, near film’s end. 

As Ada’s contemporary coun¬ 
terpart, Francesca Faridany cre¬ 
ates a character somewhat lower 
down the heavens. She’s twitchy, 
bitchy, and single-mindedly intent 
on her work. She spends an inor¬ 
dinate amount of time in front of 
the computer, but manages to 
make this seem fascinating. Her 
boyfriend hardly registers; unfor¬ 
tunately, the same can be said for 
the actor playing the part. 

Emmy has some of the free¬ 
doms denied Ada, but nonetheless 
gets sidetracked from her own re¬ 
search in order to download Ada’s 
DNA. Is this just another example 
of female self-sacrifice? Or the ob¬ 
vious thing to do when male- 
dominated culture systematically 
erases any woman who manages 
to beat the system? Or could giv¬ 
ing genetically-manipulated birth 
to Ada’s child be the highest form 
of Emmy’s creativity? 

One of the issues the film 
leaves hanging is Ada’s express 
wish not to be cloned: “I don’t 
want all my secrets known.” The 
film ends with a cloyingly Kodak 
moment of Emmy and her young 
daughter, all smiles. Somehow the 
doomed Romantic theorist has 
been reincarnated as a precocious 
schoolgirl, adored by her genius 
mom. This leaves us with a very 
mixed message, maternity being 
an occupation that has derailed so 
many brilliant women, those it 
doesn’t outright kill. But the New 
Age desire to write a Goddess 
birth myth is strong, even among 
the intelligentsia. ▼

S ome people have a hard 
time with the idea of genius 
inhabiting a female body. 
Please take them to see Lynn Her¬ 
shman Leeson’s Conceiving Ada. 
The film has its flaws, but stupid¬ 
ity isn’t one of them. If anything, 
this homage to Augusta Ada 
Byron, Countess of Lovelace 
(1815-1852), by one of the Bay 
Area’s more brilliant artists, has 
difficulty finding viable visual and 
dramatic forms for its multitudi¬ 
nous intellectual conceits. Come 
to think of it, I’m not even sure 
what they all are. 

Emmy Coer (Francesca Fari¬ 
dany) is a red-headed, chain¬ 
smoking computer nerd who’s 
working on a means to retrieve 
information from the past, virtu¬ 


ally. She’s got a bartending 
boyfriend (J.D. Wolfe), a dog, and 
seemingly unlimited time and re¬ 
sources to pursue her work. 

When Emmy becomes preg¬ 
nant, she freaks out about the in¬ 
evitable inroads on her working 
life and goes to the mirror to cut 
off her hair. Whoever’s responsi¬ 
ble for the shiny, improbable, eye¬ 
sore wig that Emmy wears for the 
rest of the movie (costume con¬ 
sultant Terrence Graven?) either 


accesses Ada’s bio, and we’re in¬ 
troduced to the men in her life: 
Charles Babbage (John O’Keefe), 
whose Analytical Engine was the 
world’s first computer, for which 
Ada would write the world’s first 
software; her husband William 
King (Owen Murphy), and col¬ 
laborator/lover John Crosse 
(Grateful Dead lyricist John Perry 
Barlow). 

Somehow inspired by her 
sonogram, Emmy figures out how 


film uniformly milksops? — she’s 
at her ease. 

Although she lacks the raven 
hair and brooding brow of the 
original Ada, Swinton has a rare 
gift for portraying mental activity 
onscreen. You can actually see her 
thinking complex, profound, orig¬ 
inal thoughts. I’m not kidding. 
Swinton imbues her lines (many 
of them culled from Ada’s letters) 
with beauty, passion, intelligence, 
and spirit. Her most remarkable 
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Tilda Swinton as Ada Byron Lovelace in Conceiving Ada 


hated the actress or never wants to 
work in film again. 

Emmy’s mentor (a near-death 
Timothy Leary) is a kind of Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz projection, tended by 
R.U. Sirius, who dispenses moral 
and scientific solace. He sends her 
a CD on which talking head Bruce 
“Neuromancer” Sterling says that 
in naming their computer lan¬ 
guage Ada, the Defense Depart¬ 
ment chose “a feminine symbol 
for a very masculine pursuit.”

to spy on the past via her comput¬ 
er. She starts with an image of Ada 
(Tilda Swinton) and the elliptical 
sentiment, “Time: nothing ever an¬ 
imates without it.” She and we then 
get to watch a film within a film: 
Lord Byron and Anna Isabella Mil- 
gate Byron (Karen Black) “con¬ 
ceiving Ada,” baby Ada strolling in 
a garden, and Mary “Frankenstein” 
Shelley (Esther Mulligan) lolling 
on a bed with her. 

Real time 

As remarkable as this time¬ 
traveling closed-circuit television 
is, Emmy wants nothing less than 
real-time interaction with Ada. 
The hacker’s invasion of her fabu¬ 
lous foremother’s privacy contin¬ 
ues until she manages to suck 
Ada’s very DNA down through 
cyberspace into her uterus to pro¬ 
duce a little genius girl child who’s 
a direct descendant. Don’t ask me 
how. 

Because Leeson herself is 
something of a digital genius her¬ 
self — and was working with a 
limited budget — she figured out 
a way to film the period sequences 
without having to build sets. In a 
bit of breakthrough computer 
manipulation, the Victorian 
rooms were digitally mixed with 
the live actors simultaneous to 
filming. Never mind that the 
rooms (from Bay Area bed 8c 
breakfasts) are rather dowdy and 
stodgily shot. The very aesthetic 
ineptitude of this bravura tech¬ 
nology begets an accidental au¬ 
thenticity, lending credibility to 
the historic bits. 

Wizardry notwithstanding, the 
film’s most stunning element is a 
human. As an actress, Swinton has 
often come across as a solo per¬ 
former: she’s great at mono¬ 
logues. In Orlando and Female 
Perversions, she seemed to act in a 
vacuum. Here, acting against 
blank blue walls and mediocre tal¬ 
ent — why are the men in this 
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'Skin & Bone' at the Lumiere 


Edgeplay and black comedy

a jf ith the increasing main- 
1 ' streaming of cinematic 
homosexuality, there’s a 
distinct allure to movies that in¬ 
sist on showing the demimonde 
of gay s&m, hustlers, and edge- 
play. Not that it’s a crowded field, 
or to date a particularly successful 
one. Todd Verow’s snuff-skirting 
Frisk repelled more viewers than 
it attracted, and a retrospective of 
the work of Bruce La Bruce, com¬ 
plete with the esoteric pleasures of 
stumpfucking, could probably be 
held in your garage. (You could 
fumigate it later.) Writer-director 
Everett Lewis ( The Natural Histo¬ 
ry of Parking Lots ) adds an in¬ 
tense, brilliantly unsettling entry 
to this niche genre with Skin & 
Bone, made over a five-year peri¬ 
od, finished in 1996, and just now 
getting a theatrical release. 

It’s no surprise that it took this 
long. There’s loads of male nudity 
(always a problem for uptight 
general audiences), and like Frisk, 
Skin & Bone will simply be too 
disturbing for some, though 
Lewis gains points by leavening 
his grim tableaux with pathos and 
humor, not all of it black. 

Inevitably set in Los Angeles, 
amid that city’s arid strip malls, 
newsstands, and endless dusty 
streets, Skin & Bone prowls 
through the insular world of a trio 
of rent boys controlled by a mys¬ 
terious madam named Ghislaine 
(Nicole Dillenberg). Harry (b. 
Wyatt) is an ambitious hunk who 
splits his time between tricking 
and trying to make it as a movie 
star. Handsome Dean (Alan 
Boyce) is younger and more naive 
and falls into whoredom through 
a kind of pathetic disengagement 
with life that saturates this world 
and its denizens. A clueless pal of 
Harry’s, Billy (Garrett Scullin), 
gets sucked into the life with dis¬ 
astrous results. 

The film’s conceptual richness 
and mocking wit begin with the 
credits, which show the ridicu¬ 
lously detailed form Ghislaine has 
the tricks fill out to specify what 
they want for their money. Her 
customers can request a “Gleeful, 
amused sadist” by merely check¬ 
ing a box; they can “Proceed by 
enema” if they wish, or be left 
with “Painful monthlong bruises.” 
This clever motif hints at darker 
things, and gradually the movie 
allows these to unfold as tricks 
suddenly turn, fatal mistakes 
occur, and gruesome elements of 
radical sexplay creep in. 

Service stations 

Because Ghislaine has both 
male and female clients, her boys 
are called on to service both. In 
one scene that shows how little 
control they have over what 
they’re doing, Dean is forced to 
masturbate by two female scien¬ 
tists, who meticulously track his 
progress and force him to stop 
and start constantly for no fath¬ 
omable reason. (They never touch 
him.) Another witty sequence has 
Harry interviewing for a job and, 
rejected, stripping down and se¬ 
ducing his female boss. It’s a cred¬ 
it to director Lewis’s sleight-of- 
hand and the film’s visual variety 
that the latter scene reads initially 
as a real interview, perhaps 
Harry’s attempt to change his life, 
rather than what ensues, which 
comes as a genuine surprise. 

Lewis uses all manner of cine¬ 


matic tricks to energize the film’s 
events. He intermingles scenes of 
the trashy movies (My Bloody 
Cop) and TV shows Harry’s in¬ 
volved in, varies the footage be¬ 
tween color and black-and-white, 
and introduces disturbing flash- 
edits that keep us guessing consis¬ 
tently about his characters’ mo¬ 
tives and even whether an event is 
happening in or out of a sexual 
scenario or at all. 

But Skin & Bone is neither 
simply satirical, nor simply grue¬ 
some. An element of genuine 
pathos runs beneath the sardonic 
wit and brutal, sometimes lethal 
sex. In one of the most affecting 
scenes, Dean is shown naked 
sweeping a kitchen and talking 
quietly to an unseen customer in 
the next room. This starts as one 
of the film’s typical sexual psy¬ 
chodramas, with Dean trying to 
engage the customer as the latter’s 
talk becomes increasingly un¬ 
hinged and desperate in recalling

|f ntering Piaf’s, the chic 
restaurant cum cabaret on 
1 M Market Street, one is imme¬ 
diately impressed by the romantic 
atmosphere. The little lights 
hanging from white branches 
throughout the space create a 
magically intimate setting. The 
dramatically dark plum walls are 
covered with posters and photos 
of the boite’s namesake, La Petite 
Mome herself. For this show, 
Steven Brinberg impersonating 
the immortal Barbra Streisand, 
framed photos of Barbra are set 
ever so unobtrusively around the 
cozy room. 

During our prix fixe dinner 
(the prix is not indicated on the 
menu) we were serenaded by the 
androgynous “Madame Jo,” 
whose husky voice and authentic 
French accent were well-suited to 
the Piaf songs she sang while ac¬ 
companying herself on the piano. 
We liked our cute and personable 
waiter, even if the service was 
wildly uneven. I found the food to 
be better than I’d expected, while 
my friend Bill enthused, “The star 
of the evening was the sea bass 
bouillabaisse.” 

As the overture segued into 
“People,” we waited in breathless 
anticipation for a glimpse of the 
diva. Which incarnation would it 
be? Slowly she appeared, descend¬ 
ing the steep staircase. Dressed in 
a faux Donna Karan black empire 


dress and wearing a pageboy hair¬ 
style, she was the more mature 
Barbra from the recent over¬ 
hyped concert tour. “I don’t know 
why I’m frightened... I’m making 
so much money.” 

During the show, billed as 
Simply Barbra: The Wedding Tour, 
Barbra commented on the joys of 
her recent marriage to Jim Brolin, 
then launched into a “Sadie, 
Sadie, Married Lady” medley. Re¬ 
calling that she had been married 
once before to — who was it? Oh, 
yeah, Elliot Gould — she broke 
into “The Second Time 
Around/Love Is Only Love.” 

Some amusingly unlikely 


choices followed, like the “Moo 
Cow” number from Gypsy. Imag¬ 
ining Alfred Hitchcock as the di¬ 
rector of Funny Girl, she queried', 
“What’s it all about, Alfie?” The 
repartee, though sometimes silly, 
worked unusually well to set up 
each song. “Home, Home on the 
Range” segued incongruously into 
“The Way We Were.” 

Nails and polish 

Continually stroking the hair 
away from her face, extending her 
long, luminescent nails, and float¬ 
ing her arms as if she were soar¬ 
ing, Brinberg wryly and wittily

Changes afoot at Chanticleer ; SF Opera

H appy lunar — or is it loony? 
— New Year. Resignations 
and retirements are Febru¬ 
ary’s news on the San Francisco 
music scene. Less than a year after 
being named Chanticleer’s new 
artistic director, Craig Hella John¬ 
son announced his resignation, 
effective February 15. And in a 
more easily foreseen yet no less 
startling development, the San 
Francisco Opera Board has an¬ 
nounced that the company’s gen¬ 
eral director, Lotfi Mansouri, will 
retire July 31, 2001, 18 months 
past the expiration of his last five- 
year contract and extending his 
tenure in the company’s top spot 
to 13 years. The successor to the 
late Louis Botto, Johnson was 
only the second artistic director in 
Chanticleer’s two decades; his role 
is being filled for the foreseeable 
future by the all-male chorus’ 
longtime music director, Joseph 
Jennings. Mansouri is only the 
fourth general director in the 
Opera’s 77 years.

In a phone interview last week, 
Johnson called his decision a sim¬ 
ple matter of the “creative heart.” 
Gratifying as he found his associ¬ 
ation with Chanticleer, he missed 
the active music-making aspects 
of his life — performing, con¬ 
ducting and composing — that 
his administrative duties, howev¬ 
er “artistic,” took him away from. 
I found no reason to doubt the 
genuineness of his remarks, ques¬ 
tion his choice or respond with 
anything but admiration for his 
manifest lack of embarrassment 
over the situation, confidence in 
his decision and singular clarity of 
purpose. An experienced impro¬ 
viser and arranger of music with 
a limited experience in composi¬ 
tion, he has received a commis¬ 
sion to compose a major work for 
chorus and instruments, due in 
the year 2000, and his enthusiasm 
for it seems tempered by an alto¬ 
gether appropriate sense of hu¬ 
mility and, better, personal duty. 

As remarkably, nothing in the 
organization’s reporting of his 
resignation contradicts his own 
assertion that he leaves “on very 
friendly terms” and that “down 
the road we may again cross 
paths.” Still, even his own account 
of the “soul-searching” that pre¬ 
ceded his decision pales some¬ 
what before the fact of Chanti¬ 
cleer’s nearly year-long search for 
the post to which he was named 
and the untold — I asked, and 
was untold — expense, much of it 
underwritten by the San Francis¬ 
co Foundation, involved in the 
search that began days after 
Botto’s memorial service. 

The loss, unfortunately, is 
deeper than merely financial — 


even if there is astonishingly little 
loss of face on Johnson’s part, or 
on Chanticleer’s. His is hardly the 
only personnel change of note in 
recent years. There have been 
major changes in the roster of 
singers of late, and if Chanticleer 
remains identifiably Chanticleer, 
there’s no point in pre¬ 
tending that the chorus 
has as integrated a 
sound as it has in the 
past or that its artistic 
mission has been re¬ 
fined beyond main¬ 
taining its audience¬ 
pleasing posture along 

well-trav- _ 

eled mu¬ 
sical _ 

roads. 

Johnson’s single innovation — a 
program of concerts with other 
ranking Bay Area artists that will 
be realized first in August’s “Con¬ 
cert with Flicka,” an event that will 
include a new Jake Heggie com¬ 
mission for Bay Area diva Freder¬ 
ica von Stade — at least repre¬ 
sented a new direction of signifi¬ 
cant scope. Jennings’ boundless 
enthusiasm and musical acumen 
are sure to abet the enterprise, but 
there’s little reason to hope for 
more than continuity as Chanti¬ 
cleer rethinks its artistic future.

Next to the bonhomie and es¬ 
prit de corps surrounding the 
transitions at Chanticleer, the 
Opera’s news seems downright 
craven. Even Chronicle letter-writ¬ 
ers saw through Mansouri’s an¬ 
nouncement that he had achieved 
his goal of a year-’round opera 
season as nothing more than 
putting a happy face on business 
as usual, even obfuscation of the 
reality of calling less more. Right 
beneath the announcement that 
Mansouri is retiring — which the 
dailies loyally trumpeted — lay 
the real news: that Mansouri is 
not retiring. Given the realities of 
present-day opera scheduling, the 
extension of his contract means 
he will be responsible for reperto¬ 
ry planning and casting through 
the year 2004. Not since the an¬ 
nouncement of Michael Tilson 
Thomas as the Symphony’s forth¬ 
coming music director has the an¬ 
nouncement of a major San Fran¬ 
cisco director’s departure 
promised such an excruciating, 
and in this case perilous, waiting 
game. 

Whatever else is true, there’s 
no escaping the fact that during 
Mansouri’s watch an opera com¬ 
pany once regarded as at worst 
second only to the Met in this 
country and, on its good days, a 
major challenge to the Met’s mu¬ 
seum approach to the art form, 
has lost much of its stature inter¬ 
nationally and reached an all-time 


tion (the 

overseeing of which Mansouri 
rightly sees as his greatest achieve¬ 
ment as general director) might 
well seem disconcerting to long¬ 
time subscribers occupying the 
re-upholstered seats in real time 
at millennial prices. Its gratitude 
for Mansouri’s staying on during 
their search for his successor — 
which has barely begun — raises 
questions about the nature of 
civic leadership. Its self-congratu¬ 
lation for boasting members ex¬ 
perienced in recruiting CEOs 
might well alarm anyone dis¬ 
traught over the company’s cur¬ 
rent artistic mission, or lack there¬ 
of.

Alvin Ailey American Dance Theater in Berkeley

H i| on’t miss the Alvin Ailey 
f I American Dance Theater 
'x ' for the final five perfor¬ 
mances of their ten-day run at 
Zellerbach Hall in Berkeley this 
weekend. It’s guaranteed high-en¬ 
ergy dancing by some of the most 
gorgeous dancers you’ll ever see. 
For the past two years, friends had 
told me that the company had re¬ 
ally been revitalized, and I finally 
got to see for myself last Saturday 
night. The company has managed 
to recapture the drive and exhila¬ 
ration of its early days. Like many 
dance troupes, the Ailey company 
had reached a flaccid middle age 
after an exciting youth. I had 
stopped going to see them. After 
all, how many gospel-song- 
flounced-skirt-and-parasol ballets 
do you need to see? I suppose that 
new audience members found 
something to like, but I had want¬ 
ed to see the company move into 
unexplored territory, given the 
obvious talent of its dancers. 

Now celebrating its 40th an¬ 
niversary season and 30th year ap¬ 
pearing in Berkeley, the company 
has been headed by Artistic Direc¬ 
tor Judith Jamison for the past 10 
years, since Ailey’s death in 1989. 
An Ailey dancer for fifteen years 
from 1965-80, its star, and chief 
muse for Alvin Ailey, Jamison was 
one of the most powerful dance 
performers of the century. The 
word charisma doesn’t even begin 


to describe her stage presence. It is 
now obvious that her talents also 
include nurturing the artistic well¬ 
being of the company and choreo¬ 
graphing her own work. 

Saturday night’s program be¬ 
gins with Alvin Ailey’s Streams, to 
music by Miloslav Kabelac and 
lighting by Chenult Spence. The 
dancers are luminous in this piece 
created in 1970, though it looks 
dated and isn’t particularly inter¬ 
esting choreographically. Techni¬ 
cally, the company has come a 
long way. The ensemble work, 
beautiful arcing lines with fluid 
torsos, is evidence of solid train¬ 
ing, which gives weight and 
meaning to the steps. Mucuy 
Bolles is impressive in her solo, 
“Recitativo,” alternating lyrical 
passages with intense dropping- 
to-her-knees emotive ones. In the 
“Scherzo,” Richard Witter and 
Matthew Rushing dance with 
such intensity and precision that 
you feel yourself become ener¬ 
gized just watching them. The 
music is too much in the same 
vein for all but the last section, 
“Diabolico,” which comes alive 
both musically and choreograph¬ 
ically. Beginning with a girl lying 
on the floor, six couples and a 
partner join her for a pas de deux 
times seven, using opposite-sex 
and same-sex couples. At the end, 
the dancers all leave the stage, save 
a single man lying on the floor. In 
general, Ailey instinctively knows 
how to choreograph for the men. 
He understands their bodies and

the way they use their energy, but 
often the movements for the 
women look superimposed, not 
originating from deep within. 

Signature piece 

Alley’s Cry has been a signature 
piece for both choreographer and 
Jamison, on whom it was original¬ 
ly set. This dance, to music by 
Alice Coltrane, Laura Nyro and 
Chuck Griffin, was dedicated by 
Ailey to “all Black women every¬ 
where — especially our mothers.”

In sixteen minutes he manages to 
show more aspects of a black 
woman’s life in this world than 
most artists could in several hours. 
Every gesture is filled with multi¬ 
ple meanings, and there is so 
much food for thought that you 
won’t be hungry again for days. 
Although I want to be fair, I have a 
hard time divorcing Jamison from 
this role, and therefore keep com¬ 
paring Dwana Adiaha Small¬ 
wood’s interpretation to hers. 
Smallwood is brilliant, nuanced, 
powerful, tender, ferocious. Cry is 
the kind of work that summons 
the very best from those who 
dance it. While acknowledging the 
validity and beauty of Small¬ 
wood’s dancing, in my heart, I still 
want to see Jamison dance it again. 

Jamison’s Echo: Far From 
Home received its Bay Area pre¬ 
miere Saturday night. The curtain 
rises on an empty stage with a 
projection of a ballet dancer in a 
long Romantic tutu. A voice re¬ 
peats, “We don’t allow black chil¬ 
dren in this school,” while a col¬ 
lage of music begins. Bits of the 
Sugar Plum’s variation from Nut¬ 
cracker, opera, ballet, funk, and 
you-name-it provide accompani¬ 
ment for the dancers as they enter. 
My mind flashes to what I know 



of Jamison’s own life. She trained 
as a classical dancer in Philadel¬ 
phia as a young girl, but at that 
time very few African-Americans 
were performing in any major 
ballet companies. Though there 
were all-black troupes, the likeli¬ 
hood of her becoming a ballerina 
was almost nil, especially given 
that she grew to be five foot ten 
inches, and that the popular myth 
that blacks couldn’t dance ballet 
was still very much in place. 

The piece is a series of vignettes 
of a black family, with references 
to the heavy legacy of slavery that 
still colors the family’s life. Edward 
Franklin as the Mentor in “Spirit 
Walker” moves with majestic ele¬ 
gance. As the Mother and Father 
in “Far From Home,” “Lay Down 
My Cross” and “Heart,” both 
Renee Robinson and Uri Sands 
give full, emotionally satisfying 
performances. Richard Witter 
dances again with such commit¬ 
ment and effortless technique as 
the Lover in “Sweet Bounder” that 
you wonder if he’s really human. 
In their roles of Teacher and 
Daughter, respectively, Linda- 
Denise Evans and Linda Caceres 
round out the excellent cast. Not 
all the choreography works or is 
especially memorable, but the 
total impact of the piece, includ¬ 
ing lighting by Timothy Hunter 
and scenic design by Hunter and 
Jamison, is very moving. 

The program closes with Suite 
Otis, by George Faison to the 
music of Otis Redding. Definitely 
a crowd-pleaser despite the hot 
pink costumes which belie the 
1971 date of creation. The danc¬ 
ing is exuberant and full of joy. 
Corny humor always works as 
well. But the piece ends rather 
strangely in an undramatic way. 
Fortunately, the standing ovation 
at the end demands an encore in 
which the dancers pull out the re¬ 
maining stops. You really do feel 
satisfied, after all. ▼

Nijinsky syndrome

The Diary of Vaslav Nijinsky edit¬ 
ed by Joan Acocella; translated 
by Kiril FitzLyon. Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux; $30. 

11 j§ aslav Nijinsky was the most 
famous ballet dancer of the 
20th century. Yet he danced 
only for a decade and there is vir¬ 
tually no record extant of his 
work. Many critics believe he was 
more influential as a choreogra-* 
pher, yet of his few ballets, only 
Afternoon of a Faun exists in rec¬ 
ognizable form. Nijinsky’s mas¬ 
terpiece, The Rite of Spring, has 
been almost completely lost; the 
Joffrey Ballet “reconstruction” we 
saw a few years ago was fascinat¬ 
ing but hardly authentic. 

Most of Nijinsky’s fame in the 
nondance world rests on two 
things: one, he was the open ho¬ 
mosexual lover of Sergei Di- 
aghilev, founder of the Ballets 
Russes, and two, he went mad in 
his late 20s (he was diagnosed a 
chronic schizophrenic, which ed¬ 
itor Joan Acocella discusses in de¬ 
tail in her lucid introduction) and 
was incarcerated off and on for 30 
years, until his death in 1950. 

His wife, Romola de Pulszky, 
whom he met on a tour of South 
America and married abruptly in 
Buenos Aires, causing the enraged 
Diaghilev to fire Nijinsky from the 
Ballets Russes, published these di¬ 
aries in 1936 in highly expurgat¬ 
ed, rewritten form. Nijinsky had 
started writing them in 1919, the 
day of his last dance concert (for a 
private party) in St. Moritz. He 
appears to have realized he was 
losing touch with reality and may 
have hoped that the diaries would 
prove his sanity. 

Au contraire, they do exactly 
the opposite. Acocella suggests 
that these tragically deranged 
writings, which occupied Nijinsky 
for six weeks, are the only sus¬ 
tained, on-the-spot account we 
have of an artist entering psy¬ 
chosis. I wouldn’t dream of con¬ 
tradicting Acocella, especially as 
she has also written a textbook on 
abnormal psychology, but it 
seems to a lay reader, after ab¬ 
sorbing this text conscientiously 
translated by Kiril FitzLyon from 


the author’s original Russian, that 
we are not witnessing someone 
entering madness, but a person al¬ 
ready in the grip of full-blown 
psychosis. 

Faux-naif 

True, Nijinsky is logic itself at 
times — especially on money and 
politics, where his faux-naif 
stance barely conceals a worldly 
bitterness over the fact that ram¬ 
pant materialism has crushed the 
spirit of art. This is one of the rea¬ 
sons that the anti-psychiatric the¬ 
orists of the ’60s and ’70s — 
Szasz, Laing, Wilson — found Ni¬ 
jinsky to be such a compelling 
symbol for their belief that exis¬ 
tential truth-seekers, i.e. delusion- 
ists, were the sane ones, while the 
rest of us were nuts; biological re¬ 
search since then has proved that 
a disease like Nijinsky’s was prob¬ 
ably at least partly chemically in¬ 
duced. 

Wherever it comes from, pas¬ 
sages such as the following make 
up the bulk of these terrible ram- 
blings: “Sert [Misia Edwards’ 
lover] is a silly artist because he 
doesn’t understand what he is 
doing. Sert thinks I am silly. Sert 
thinks I left Diaghilev for a silly 
reason [i.e. to marry Romola]. 
Sert thinks I am silly and I think 
he is silly. I will be the first to slap 
his face, because I feel love for 
him. Sert will shoot me if I slap 
his face. Sert has Spanish blood. 
Spaniards love a bull’s blood [i.e. 
bullfighting] and therefore like 
murders.” 

This goes on and on, a queasy 
mixture of childish egotism, star¬ 
tlingly psychological insights and 
bigotry. Nijinsky says equally un¬ 
informed things about Jews, Ger¬ 
mans, Frenchmen, often ending 
an ignorant diatribe with “I love 
Jews.” He thinks he is God, or that 
God is talking to him. He is ob¬ 
sessive about digestion, elimina¬ 
tion and sex. His outbursts on 
tarts, stomach pains and mastur¬ 
bation are like a parody of 
Tourette’s Syndrome; he feels 
compelled to reiterate: “Prick, 
prick, prick” or “shit, shit, shit.” 

Homo sapient 

Of most interest to readers of 
the B.A.R. will be Nijinsky’s mus- 
ings on his own homosexuality. A

Thousand Stars” may have been 
meant as a parody of bad singing, 
but it is one of the opera’s best 
arias and deserves better treat¬ 
ment. Ditto “Another Suitcase in 
Another Hall,” which has such a 
good tune that Madonna appro¬ 
priated it for the film. Angela 
Covington conveys youth (Peron 
liked them prepubescent), but her 
wan vocalism lets the wonderful 
melody evaporate. 

With its out-of-focus films 
and raucous sound, half-baked 
performance and not-quite-ready 
for prime time dancing, this is 
not the worst Evita I’ve ever heard 
— that honor goes to the pro¬ 
duction that played SF a few years 
ago with the wife of the Rotary 
Club of Scottsdale, Arizona’s 
president in the title role — but it 
doesn’t seem to me ready for 
Broadway, either. Its biggest asset 
is also its worst liability, Miss 
Toro. Her energy is enviable and 
her account of Eva’s death mov¬ 
ing, but that Minnie Mouse top 
voice tends to erase any good 
work she has done. 


whole generation of dance lovers, 
informed by gay liberation, came 
to see Nijinsky in the soap-op- 
eraish form he was presented in 
Herbert Ross’ vulgar 1980 film: a 
confused gay man who was some¬ 
how forced into a loveless mar¬ 
riage with a neurotic fag hag who 
separated him from Diaghilev, the 
love of his life. They will be 
amazed (and maybe horrified) to 
read how Nijinsky tries to deny 
his homosexual being. According 
to the diaries, he slept with Di¬ 
aghilev and Russian noblemen 
when he was young to advance his 
career and provide for his mother. 
He claims repeatedly that when he 
was living with Diaghilev in Paris, 
he sneaked out to consort with 
prostitutes. Even Acocella con¬ 
cedes that “despite his early ho¬ 
mosexual experiences, he was pri¬ 
marily heterosexual.” 

It’s got to be more complicated 
than that. First of all, the diary is 
an attempt to keep himself from 
being locked up in an institution 
and, since his wife is the one who 
had the power, he addresses most 
of the book to her. Naturally, he 


would paint himself in 
the best possible light. 

Also, he is continually 
involved with the me¬ 
chanics of sex, with 
arousal, masturba¬ 
tion, coming — but 
he seldom discusses 
the emotions of love- 
making. This tends to 
make the reader 
wonder if sex wasn’t 
just another bodily 
function to a man 
whose preoccupa¬ 
tion with his body is 
part of the dancer’s 
lifestyle. 

When he dis¬ 
cusses Diaghilev, he 
doesn’t talk about 
sex but about the 
agony of loss, the fear of aban¬ 
donment. It’s easy to see Diaghilev 
as the father that Nijinsky never 
knew; heterosexual women and 
well as homosexual men sleep 
with substitute fathers all the 
time. They just don’t go mad be¬ 
cause of it. In other words, this 
unexpurgated version of Nijin¬ 



sky’s diary raises more questions 
than it answers. It was obviously a 
labor of love for Acocella and Fit¬ 
zLyon; nobody could live for years 
with these pitiful cries of pain and 
egotistical ramblings without hav¬ 
ing deep compassion for the sub¬ 
ject. T 


Birthday party 

If you love Lloyd Webber — 
and you shouldn’t be ashamed of 
doing so; he’s written some of the 
most beautiful operatic music of 
the last 20 years — you’ll do better 
to plant yourself in front of the 
TV on March 7, when KQED 
(Channel 9) broadcasts “Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s 50th Birthday 
Gala” from London’s Royal Albert 
Hall. It stars Banderas (in num¬ 
bers from Evita and Phantom of 
the Opera), Elaine Paige (“Don’t 
Cry for Me, Argentina” and 
“Memory”), Sarah Brightman 
(two numbers from Phantom and 
“Pie Jesu”) and Glenn Close (both 
arias from Sunset Boulevard). 

As a special treat, Kiri Te 
Kanawa sings the latest Lloyd 
Webber ballad, “The Heart is Slow 
to Learn.” This painful evocation 
of lost love must have taken a cer¬ 
tain amount of fortitude for 
Dame Kiri to deliver, considering 
that her longtime marriage re¬ 
cently broke up. Call Lloyd Web¬ 
ber high camp if you must, but it 
is of the most delicious variety. I 
enjoyed this swiftly-moving 90- 
minute (no speeches!) TV show a 
lot more than I did the Broadway- 
bound Evita. T

'Hedwig and the Angry Inch' on CD

L et’s get one thing out of the 
way first. I have never actu¬ 
ally seen the off-Broadway 
rock musical Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch. Oh sure, I’ve heard 
lots about it. Rolling Stone called 
it “the first rock musical that truly 
rocks.” Time magazine called its 
songs “the most exciting hard 
rock score written for the theatre 
since, oh, maybe ever.” And let’s 
face it, when a trendy, hipster, al¬ 
ternative music mag like Raygun 
does a feature on something like 
this, one gets the distinct impres¬ 
sion that this isn’t your normal, 
everyday sort of rock musical. 


And of course, it’s not. Had I 
not known that Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch was an original cast 
recording from an off-Broadway 
show, I would have simply as¬ 
sumed it to be a kick-ass concept 
album from a versatile, energetic, 
glam-influenced rock band that 
just happened to be fronted by a 
cool drag queen. And, in a way, it 
is just that. 

Hedwig, the East German 
transsexual who is the show’s cen¬ 
terpiece, is the drag creation of 
John Cameron Mitchell, who 
plays her as part Courtney Love, 
part Marlene Dietrich, with some 
tragic Nico thrown in for good 
measure. Her band, the Angry 
Inch, gets its name from Hedwig’s 
genitals, or what’s left of them 
after a botched sex-change opera¬ 
tion. Played by New York City 
pop-rock combo Cheater, the 
Angry Inch rips through all eleven 


songs from the show, in addition 
to one extra track written espe¬ 
cially for the album. 

Being familiar with the show’s 
storyline is hardly necessary for 
one’s enjoyment of the record, 
that’s for sure. Take it from me — 
all I know about the “plot” of the 
show is that it’s essentially a club 
gig by Hedwig and her band, in¬ 
tercut with tragicomic mono¬ 
logues about her hard-knock life 
growing up in Berlin, her turn as a 
bored Midwest housewife, and 
her eventual transformation into 
a struggling rock goddess. I’m 
sure there’s more to it than that, 
but like I said, I’ve never seen the 
show. For me, it’s all about the 
songs, which are so good they 


stand on their own just fine. 

Keep in mind, these are not 
“showtunes,” at least not the kind 
one has come to expect from a tra¬ 
ditional theatrical show. Written 
by Cheater bandleader Stephen 
Trask, they’re simply great rock 
songs. And while it doesn’t sound 
like they advance the plot very 
much, the tunes do create varying 
moods, a testimony to Trask’s styl¬ 
istically diverse songwriting. 

Wall of sound 

For instance, there’s the blister¬ 
ingly raucous opener “Tear Me 
Down,” where Hedwig is intro¬ 
duced by being compared to the 
Berlin Wall. Following that comes 
the slow, nearly-acoustic swooner 
“The Origin of Love.” Two songs 
later, the swingin’ country-western 
ditty “Sugar Daddy” neatly ex¬ 
plains how Hedwig had her sex- 
change operation paid for, while its 


tragic result is recounted immedi¬ 
ately afterwards on the feverishly 
punk “Angry Inch,” where Hedwig 
sings with ferocious bitterness, “Six 
inches forward, five inches back; 
I’ve got an angry inch!” 

Elsewhere on the record, 
things go from stripped-down 
mellowness to glammed-out ex¬ 
cess, such as when the melan¬ 
cholic piano ballad “Hedwig’s 
Lament” transitions into the balls- 
out (or is that balls-off?) rocker 
“Exquisite Corpse.” Things culmi¬ 
nate at the end with the anthemic, 
soaring rock majesty of “Mid¬ 
night Radio,” Hedwig’s paean to 
rock goddesses everywhere — in¬ 
cluding herself — and to the 
transformative powers of rock 
and roll. “Here’s to Patti and Tina 
and Yoko,” she sings. “Aretha and 
Nona and Nico and me; and all 
the strange rock-and-rollers, you 
know you’re doing alright — so 
hang on to each other, you gotta 
hold on tonight!” It’s the kind of 
song that makes you want to fum¬ 
ble for a lighter and hold it high 
in the air — a beautiful, swaying, 
perfect album-closer. 

Of course, listening to Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch is only going to 
make you want to go see the show 
— it’s no wonder the production 
has been such a hit. But unless 
you’re planning a trip to New 
York City, you’re probably going 
to have to wait for either the tour¬ 
ing version to come around, or 
the movie adaptation, which is 
scheduled to be released next year. 
Until then, however, this record 
stands fine by itself, a dramatic 
and eclectic rock album as per¬ 
formed by an edgy and fascinat¬ 
ing drag queen. T

a lost love. But like other charac¬ 
ters in the film who can’t resist the 
lure of danger and possible self- 
destruction, Dean opens the door 
and finds a naked man, swathed 
in shadows, sitting in a wheel¬ 
chair. Their connection from this 
point could easily fall into bathos, 
but Lewis makes it tremendously 
powerful and real with a complex, 


discreet lighting scheme, halting 
dialogue, and a pervasive air of 
longing. 

If there’s a problem with Skin 
& Bone, it’s that the acting doesn’t 
always measure up to the concept. 
A case in point is Nicole Dillen- 
berg’s Ghislaine. The film gener¬ 
ates serious tension around her 
character, shown driving endless¬ 
ly through Los Angeles, looking 
glamorous and inscrutable in her 
opaque sunglasses, arranging in¬ 
creasingly troubling scenarios for 


her boys. But when she talks, the 
carefully crafted illusion of Ghis¬ 
laine as a malevolent god-figure 
whimsically destroying those 
around her is threatened. It’s a 
tribute to Lewis’s skill that her vi¬ 
sual image, and the film’s spell, is 
so powerful that it ultimately 
transcends such limitations. ▼

captured the essence of his — and 
our — idol.

well, you get the idea. 

Some of the songs sung — you

These included such famous 
hits as “Funny Girl,” “Happy Days 
are Here Again,” “Evergreen” 
(dedicated to Bill Clinton), “What 
Did I Have I Don’t Have Now?” 
(from On A Clear Day You Can 
See Forever, which co-starred Yves 


Montand, Piaf’s former para¬ 
mour) and, of course, “People.” 
With a hilarious encore, Barbra 
topped herself by doing both 
parts of the duet version of “You 
Don’t Send Me Flowers.” 

Brinberg as Barbra will be 
holding forth at Piaf’s until Febru¬ 
ary 27.

'Word Virus' cuts close to 
William S. Burroughs' granite core

H H § as ever a writer 

more hard-bitten than 

H William S. Burroughs, ei¬ 
ther in person or in prose? Genet, 
a close contender, by comparison 
was flowery and sentimental. Ray¬ 
mond Chandler’s detective sto¬ 
ries? Not nearly as crusty. Bur¬ 
roughs’ writing, as metallic and 
riveting as the bullet casings he 
left littering his real and fictional 
paths, reflected not only his 
ultra-cynical worldview, but 
his own emotional straight- 
jacketing. 

That pretty much sums 
up all I’d ever felt about 
Burroughs’ life and work. 

Like so many others enam¬ 
ored of the Burroughs 
mythology, I’d read a few of 
his novels (Queer, Junkie, 
and the third installment 
in his “Red Night Trilogy,” 

The Western Lands ), di¬ 
gested articles about him, 
seen him in a few films, 
discussed him in literary 
circles, observed punk 
rockers and art fags idol¬ 
izing him, heard his 
gravely recorded voice 
droning on about filth, 
drugs, boys, corruption, 
disease and death, and 
imagined him as the 
height of cool. 

But I’d never gotten 
underneath the myth, 
dug for its roots. So I 
welcomed Word Virus: The 
William S. Burroughs Reader 
(Grove Press; $27.50, includes 
spoken-word CD), edited by 
James Grauerholz and Ira Silver- 
berg. As the only anthology re¬ 
flecting Burroughs’ entire literary 
output, from his teens into his 
80s, the volume lets readers trace 
the evolution of Burroughs’ style 
and preoccupations over the 
course of nearly 50 years. Shortly 
before his death in 1997, Bur¬ 
roughs himself approved the final 
selections in Word Virus, thereby 
stamping the anthology with his 
imprimatur. 

The excerpted writings, how¬ 
ever, while showcasing Bur¬ 
roughs’brilliantly caustic mind at 
work and fascinating in their 
enormous variety (the selected 
passages range from a previously 
unpublished collaboration with 
Jack Kerouac in 1945 to Bur¬ 
roughs’Yage letters to Allen Gins¬ 
berg in 1953, his alternately ac¬ 
claimed and reviled novel Naked 
Lunch in the late ’50s, his experi¬ 
mental “cut-ups” from the late 
’50s and early ’60s, his monumen¬ 
tal “Red Night Trilogy” from the 
early ’70s to the late ’80s, and his 
most sentimental writing — 
about his cat — from the mid- 
’80s), do not by themselves offer a 
satisfying grasp of Burroughs’ 


enormously complex motiva¬ 
tions. 

For that, readers need some 
background from the editors. For¬ 
tunately, adding immeasurably to 
the volume’s strength, Word Virus 
includes extensive biographical 
commentary by Grauerholz, Bur¬ 
roughs’ long-time editor, manag¬ 
er, and close friend. (Co-editor 
Silverberg, also a close friend from 
the early 1980s on, who served at 
times as Burroughs’ publisher and 
personal publicist, provides only 


a brief but illuminating editor’s 
preface.) These reflections, largely 
journalistic and objective, at other 
times personal, cast considerable 
light on Burroughs’ state of mind 
as he moved from phase to phase 
of his career. 

Humanizer 

The commentary is also, si¬ 
multaneously, adoring of the 
man. Grauerholz seems to want 
to humanize Burroughs, but he 
never really gets at the man’s 
emotions. He seems cautious, re¬ 
spectful, even over-protective. He 
and Silverberg were, after all, 
members of Burroughs’ extended 
queer family. We’re assured Bur¬ 
roughs had many deeply felt, 
long-lasting friendships and af¬ 
fairs, yet despite Grauerholz’ ef¬ 
forts, Burroughs still comes 
across as the stiff, coldly intellec¬ 
tual, emotionally crippled figure 
of popular imagining. 

Shedding further light on the 
man is a brief but excellent intro¬ 
ductory essay by writer/scholar 
Ann Douglas, who analyzes Bur¬ 
roughs’ literary legacy and situates 
his work in relation to that of his 
peers, most notably his fellow 
Beat Generation progenitors 
Ginsberg and Kerouac. 

“Cool, even icy in manner, 


acerbic in tone,” Douglas writes, 
“Burroughs once remarked that 
all his intimate relationships had 
been failures — he had denied ‘af¬ 
fection ... when needed or sup¬ 
plied [it] when unwanted.’ He had 
not responded to his father’s 
sometimes abject pleas for love 
nor visited his mother in her last 
years in a nursing home.” 

A little later, Douglas quotes a 
Burroughs line from Queer: “I 
don’t mind people disliking me. 
The question is, what are they in 
a position to do about it?” 

The whys and where¬ 
fores of Burroughs’ 
tough shell are related by 
Douglas, Grauerholz, 
and Burroughs himself 
through his writing, 
which focused, ultimately, 
on himself. We learn de¬ 
tails about his accidental 
(if wildly irresponsible) 
killing of his wife Joan, by 
gunshot; his rebellion 
against his privileged 
upper-class inheritance (he 
was grandson of inventor 
William Seward Burroughs, 
who perfected the adding 
machine); his first experi¬ 
ence with morphine, when 
he was a mere 13; his fasci¬ 
nation with hoboes and 
gangsters; and similar such 
details, all of great interest 
and a welcome contribution 
to Burroughs scholarship. 

In this respect, to the ex¬ 
tent any single volume can si¬ 
multaneously magnify and 
dissect an author’s legacy, 
Word Virus proves moderate¬ 
ly successful in penetrating the 
hardened Burroughs mystique. 

Still, I can’t help feeling there’s 
much more to be said about why 
Burroughs comes across as such a 
desiccated crank-case. Even with 
this book, Burroughs’ psyche re¬ 
mains shrouded in mystique. Has 
his pop-culture persona been 
built on a foundation no sturdier 
than the bamboo scaffoldings 
Burroughs must have stumbled 
past often after drinking all day 
and shooting up nights in those 
crumbling Latin American cities 
he once haunted? 

Perhaps Grauerholz, as both 
intimate friend and executor of 
Burroughs’ literary estate, could 
not or would not expose the in¬ 
nermost feelings of the man he so 
obviously reveres. Then again, he 
would know as well or better than 
anyone whether there was some¬ 
thing to be exposed. Whether 
Grauerholz held back or not, the 
casual reader has little way of 
knowing. 

What remains to be written, it 
seems, is a memoir about Bur¬ 
roughs that looks into the man’s 
eyes and asks squarely: “What did 
you feel?” The problem is, maybe 
Burroughs never supplied a 
straightforward answer. ▼

Met (as, tellingly, has Valery 
Gergiev, whose incandescent US 
opera debut that War and Peace 
was). She’s now on all the short 
lists of Mansouri’s successors and 
has all but declared her availabili¬ 
ty and interest, but the Board- 
room seems as troubled a place as 
the council chamber in Simon 
Boccanegra. A pity when San 
Francisco Opera needs nothing so 
much as “un bel di” — just with 
no one dropping dead. V

seen in Peeping Tom, this is surely 
one of the grisliest flicks ever 
made. In fact, the film proved so 
disturbing at the time of its re¬ 
lease in England that it destroyed 
Powell’s career, which up to this 
point had been characterized by 
wholesome wartime entertain¬ 
ments like One of Our Aircraft is 
Missing, 49th Parallel and The Life 
and Death of Colonel Blimp. Ensu¬ 
ing projects, the bulk of them co¬ 
directed with Hungarian 
scriptwriter Emeric Pressburger, 
included moodier endeavors like 
The Red Shoes, Stairway to Heav¬ 
en, and Black Narcissus, but little 
in Powell’s oeuvre, save perhaps a 
fetishy Tales of Hoffman, would 
prepare audiences for Peeping 
Tom. 

“The only satisfactory way of 
disposing of Peeping Tom ,” wrote 
Derek Hill in London’s Tribune, 
“would be to flush it swiftly down 
the nearest sewer. Even then the 
stench would remain.” Another 
vilifier groaned that the film was 
“the sickest and filthiest movie 
ever,” and still another crowed 
that “sick minds will be highly 
stimulated.” Audience and critical 
response were so negative that the 
film was pulled from theatres 
within weeks of its release. Peep¬ 
ing Tom was saved from oblivion 
by Martin Scorsese in 1980 when 
he hosted the film’s revival at the 
New York Film Festival. Now, 
nearly 20 years later, Scorsese and 
Rialto Pictures have re-released 
the film in a glittering new 35mm 
print. 

Psycho twins 

Ironically, Alfred Hitchcock’s 
own slice-and-dice tour de force, 
Psycho, was released in England 
only a few weeks after Peeping 
Tom. Yet Hitchcock’s film man¬ 
aged to find the audience that 
would elude Powell’s film for 
nearly 20 years. How could two 
films about psychopaths be so dif¬ 
ferent? The differences aren’t as 
much with character and story as 
with director and writer. In fact, 
there’s an astonishing psychologi¬ 
cal parity between the leads in 
both films: both Norman Bates 
and Mark Lewis are shy, with¬ 
drawn men who endured trau¬ 
matic childhoods and, as a result, 
can only find sexual satisfaction in 
violence. But in Psycho, Hitchcock 
made a clear distinction between 


the real world and the world of his 
killer, Norman Bates. No matter 
how nuanced Tony Perkins’ per¬ 
formance in Psycho, the film is so 
respectful of the rules of the hor¬ 
ror genre that viewers never for a 
moment doubt that they’re 
watching a film about someone 
else’s breakdown. In Peeping Tom, 
Powell plays fast and loose with 
the rules of the horror genre, tear¬ 
ing down whatever barriers exist 
between viewer and object. In 
doing so, he incriminates the 
viewer as well as the protagonist 
in indulging what Lewis himself 
calls “scopophilia ... the morbid 
urge to gaze.” 

Indeed, as much as Hitchcock’s 
film is concerned with aestheticiz- 
ing psychosis, Powell’s is preoccu¬ 
pied with conundrums of seeing, 
and how a seemingly innocent 
natural function can lend itself to 
unhealthy preoccupations. The 
film opens with a dark view of a 
London street shown through the 
viewfinder of Lewis’ movie cam¬ 
era. Only the persistent whirring 
of the machine can be heard as 
the camera searches madly for 
something to settle on, its pere¬ 
grinations finally coming to a stop 
on the face of a beleaguered 
whore, the film’s first victim. In 
one of the movie’s first daytime 
scenes, Lewis is shown working in 
a London drugstore, where he 
moonlights as a photographer, 
taking pictures of nude models. 
The scene shows a typical London 
businessman in suit and hat en¬ 
tering the store to buy newspa¬ 
pers, which he quickly forgets 
about when the proprietor hauls 
out Lewis’ “views” of the nude 
girls. “Don’t you want your pa¬ 
pers?” the proprietor asks the 
businessman as he bounds out the 
door clutching his porn. 

But in Peeping Tom, voyeurism 
takes a back seat to something al¬ 
together more fierce: the people in 
this film aren’t so much con¬ 
cerned with looking at what 
they’re not supposed to see as they 
are obsessed with the need to use 
photography to work out inner 
demons. Hence, throughout the 
film we see Lewis hauling around 
camera equipment as if camera 
and tripod were weapons used in 
a battle for his life. On the one oc¬ 
casion that Lewis leaves his apart¬ 
ment without his equipment, he 
becomes confused when he en¬ 
counters two lovers making out in 
a nearby alcove and can’t control 
the moment by filming it. Instead,

54 reasons why

Y ou may have thought you’d 
seen and heard all you ever 
needed to see and hear 
about Studio 54, but that may not 
be true if you haven’t seen Fabu¬ 
lous! A Photographic Diary of Stu¬ 
dio 54 (St. Martin’s Press, $24.95). 
Photographer Bobby Miller 
snapped the allure, the frenzy and 
the glamour that was sometimes 
tawdry during the club’s brief 
heyday. His photos have the news- 
paperish edge of documentary 
black-and-white, and his subjects 


are caught truly in the moment by 
the flashbulb’s harsh glare. 

This collection of Miller’s 
photographs is a diary, docu¬ 
menting in photo and brief blurb 
the club and its denizens from 
front door to back, from opening 
to closing: clubgoers waiting at 
the ropes, dopers on the dance 
floor, the steady stream of celebri¬ 
ties, and the abundantly creative 
queens who paraded their glory. 
All the chic celebs are here — 
Liza, Andy, Truman, Grace. But 
the book doesn’t neglect the un¬ 
knowns who flavored the club 
with their flamboyant creativity: 


one picture depicts the anony¬ 
mous Studio Regular whose “sig¬ 
nature style consisted of a shaved 
vagina, silk cape, and a Ping-Pong 
ball or cork protruding from her 
butthole.” And that’s the way it 
goes at Studio 54. There are 
salutes to fondly remembered 
queens like Angel Jack, Rollerena 
and Divine, as well as sidetrips 
documenting dancers snorting 
amyl, druggies sleeping in the 
balcony, even bare buttocks fac¬ 
ing the urinal. My favorite? Noth¬ 
ing more simple than Boys Kiss¬ 
ing — because you know they 
even did that at Studio 54. ▼

he makes a frame around his eyes 
with his hands, as if to force him¬ 
self to view the couple through 
the parameters of his 16mm 
viewfinder. And when Lewis is 
kissed by Helen (Anna Massey), 
the nice girl downstairs who falls 
in love with Lewis because he has 
“a certain quality,” he returns her 
affections not by kissing her but 
by passionately smooching the 
lens of his camera, the only thing 
in the world he seems to trust. 
Lewis, however, isn’t the only one 
who’s been bitten by the photog¬ 
raphy bug. After learning that her 
neighbor is a photographer and 
filmmaker, Helen begs Lewis to il¬ 
lustrate a children’s book she is 
writing about a magic camera 
that makes imaginary images 
come to life. 

The idea that there is some¬ 
thing innately sadistic about mak¬ 
ing and watching movies isn’t 
suggested in Peeping Tom through 
the mere appearance of a murder¬ 
ing filmmaker. Rather, it’s inti¬ 


mated through the film’s own re¬ 
lentless mania with the processes 
of film and filmmaking. Through¬ 
out the film, Powell fetishizes the 
technology of filmmaking, his 
camera lingering on the equipage 
of Lewis’ darkroom — developing 
reels, film canisters, projector, 
screens, filters, chemistry bottles 
and safety lights. No attempt is 
made by Powell, or his scenarist 
Leo Marks, to mitigate film 
nomenclature and lore, which are 
bandied around by just about 
everyone. One of Lewis’ nude 
models, who will later end up on 
the wrong end of Lewis’ cutlass, 
greets him at the door with a de¬ 
risive huff, followed by, “Oh, if it 
isn’t Cecil Beaton,” and at least 
two important encounters be¬ 
tween Lewis and Helen are inter¬ 
rupted by the pealing of Lewis’ 
darkroom timer, a reminder to 
him that the latest rushes of his 
snuff flick are ready for viewing. 

It’s no coincidence, either, that 
Peeping Tom's most protracted 
and vile murder happens after 
hours on an actual movie set. Lur¬ 
ing a beautiful extra, Vivian

the talented Mike Myers (done up 
in enough big hair and fake teeth 
to rival his portrayal of Austin 
Powers) should be the protago¬ 
nist, but he only floats in and out 
of the “other” story about the 
disco’s bartender. It is a pre¬ 
dictable tale of too-much-too- 
soon, and although the set design 
and the background noise provide 
pleasant diversion and evoke the 
drugged-out late ’70s effectively, 
the movie is a dud. 

Last Days of Disco, written and 
directed by Whit Stillman (Castle 
Rock Entertainment) 

I don’t know how you felt about 
Stillman’s previous films, Met¬ 
ropolitan and Barcelona, but 
they bored me silly with their 
talk-talk-talk from the self-in¬ 
volved Ivy League yuppies of their 
ensemble casts. His latest effort, 
set in “the very early 1980s,” is 
practically an action-adventure 
movie by contrast, since the char¬ 
acters actually get up and move 
around; they even dance! This is 
the straight, white version of 54, 
kind of. Although there are some 
gay couples gyrating in the back¬ 
ground of the unnamed urban 
disco, they are peripheral to the 
lives of the main characters, one 
of whom does a “some-of-my- 
best-friends-are” line. Protagonist 
Des (Chris Eigeman, Stillman’s 
wide-eyed male lead from his ear¬ 
lier films) also pretends to be gay 
in order to slime his way out of a 


relationship with a woman played 
by Jennifer Beals. (Stillman’s suc¬ 
cess has enabled him this time to 
attract some other, bigger names, 
including Kate Beckinsale and 
Robert Sean Leonard, who were 
memorably cast opposite each 
other as the young lovers in Ken 
Branagh’s Much Ado About Noth¬ 
ing a few years back.) 

Last Days of Disco aspires, I 
think, to be a comedy of manners, 
but there are only two truly funny 
moments, including a scene 
wherein Des, hearing that caffeine 
resembles cocaine, tries to “snort” 
a cup of hot coffee. The other hi¬ 
larious staging is an impromptu 
disco on a Manhattan subway 
platform that is a throwaway 
under the closing credits. T

Stage falsies 

Lord knows we’re not the type 
of column to pick nits with press 
releases.

But we have to correct the con¬ 
tention which came, unbidden, 
with the p.r. for the new Evita in 
town: claims that the Andrew 
Lloyd Webber “If you see only 
one show about a Fascist dicta¬ 
tor’s moll this year” musical be¬ 
came “the first musical since the 
Rodgers & Hammerstein era to 
burst onto the world’s pop and 
rock charts.” 

Well, sure, whatever you say... 
as long as you don’t count Hair, 
Godspell, The Wiz, A Little Night 
Music, to name a few little, ob¬ 
scure shows. This is not even to 
mention Lloyd Webber’s previous 
show Jesus Christ Superstar. Re¬ 
member that one? It was about an 
obscure but kinda charismatic 
historical figger. 

We wouldn’t have such an un¬ 
becoming hissy fit about this tri¬ 
fle, except that it’s not the first 
time this particular claim has 


been palmed off to us in the 
guise of publicity — it’s come 
along with every one of the three 
thousand or so incarnations of 
this timeless theatrical gem that 
have blown through town in the 
last few years. The shameless ca¬ 
nard allegedly originated in the 
bowels of the Lloyd Webber ma¬ 
chine. Surely someone can pull 
the plug.

Beyond message neckties 
Madonna, Cher and Bette 
Midler spokescreature Liz 
Rosenberg revealed to the New 
York Times: “Yesterday somebody 
called up and said, ‘You know I 
noticed in Cher’s video and when 
she performed on the American 
Music Awards that her middle 
nail had no polish on it.’

WP here was a sense of shock 
m and great sadness when 
ll word of Phyllis Hyman’s 
suicide made the rounds within 
the gay and lesbian community. 
Not only was her music beloved 
by many gay men and lesbians, 
but she was a genuine friend to 
the community. The music com¬ 
munity also suffered a great loss. 
Few singers had a voice and style 
as distinctive as Hyman’s. 

Forever With You (Philadelphia 
International), Phyllis Hyman’s 
last album, is here, and while it is 
wonderful to hear her singing 
songs we haven’t heard her sing 
before, it only serves to remind us 
of the loss that we have suffered. 
Highlights include the title track, 
“The Strength Of A Woman” 
(which Hyman co-wrote), the 
danceable “How Long” (also co¬ 
written by Hyman), “The Kids,” 
the power ballad “Souvenirs,” and 
“No One But You” by frequent 
Hyman collaborators Gamble & 
Huff. 

Kelly Price’s name has recently 
been mentioned in connection 
with the long-stalled movie ver¬ 
sion of the Broadway musical 
Dreamgirls. Price is supposedly 
being considered for the role of 
Effie, originated by Jennifer Holl¬ 
iday. You can hear why on Soul of 
a Woman (T Neck/Island Black 
Music), her solo debut disc. Price 
has been active in the music world 
since the early ’90s, when she 
toured with Mariah Carey. But a 
talent as big as Price’s needs its 
own spotlight, and Soul of a 
Woman is where it shines bright¬ 
est, especially on the title track, 
“Take Me To A Dream,” “Kiss 
Test,” “Her,” and “Friend Of 
Mine.” 

With its ten Grammy nomina¬ 
tions, The Miseducation of Lauryn 
Hill (Ruffhouse/Columbia), the

solo disc by Lauryn Hill of The 
Fugees, is the latest in a series of 
exemplary releases from the 
members of “The Refugee Camp” 
(The Fugees’ The Score, Wyclef 
Jean’s The Carnival). Hill’s re¬ 
markable voice, which was previ¬ 
ously exhibited to great effect on 
The Fugees’ cover of “Killing Me 
Softly” and “The Sweetest Thing” 
(from the Love Jones soundtrack), 
is in full force on The Miseduca¬ 
tion... . Hill’s keen eye for the po¬ 
litical is also present. It’s to Hill’s 
credit as a keen observer of the 
world around her that politics and 
music blend so well and translate 
into great songs, particularly on 
“Doo Wop (That Thing),” “Ex- 
Factor,” “To Zion” (about Hill’s 
son, and featuring Carlos San¬ 
tana), “Final Hour,” “I Used To 
Love Him,” “Every Ghetto, Every 
City,” “Everything Is Everything,” 
and her re-invention of “Can’t 
Take My Eyes Off Of You.” In 
essence, The Miseducation of Lau¬ 
ryn Hill closely resembles the 
early-to-mid-’70s work of Stevie 
Wonder, another performer who 
wove social commentary into his 
songs with the greatest of ease. T

Bottom of the barrel

Changes have occurred in San 
Francisco about which she is un¬ 
informed. For one thing, her 
characters light cigarettes in 
restaurants and bars, without the 
grief that accompanies such an act 
in the present. A minor point, 
perhaps, but it happens a lot, and 
that’s annoying. Her characters 
also still get to shop at Payless, 
which in my California has been 
swallowed whole by Rite-Aid. She 
refers to the wealthy of Nob Hill 
as “nouveau riche” and goes on to 
say that her suspect “was safe¬ 
guarded by an unwritten code of 
silence. The wealthy took care of 
their own, careful to always pro¬ 
ject a picture of impeccable be¬ 
havior.” Apparently Sanra has 
confused new money with old, a 
mistake that old money, which 
does have a code of silence, would 
never make. Bay Area gaffes are 
not the only difficulties. One of 
Sanra’s characters, Katie, is Irish. 
We know this because she regu¬ 
larly, but not consistently, drops 
the g as in tryin’ or meanin’. She 
also gives her character such gems 
to utter as “he was as happy as a 
leprechaun sitting on a pot of 
gold livin’ [sic] there.” 

But No Escape is a mystery, and 
it is in the mystery that Sanra real¬ 
ly falls down on the job. Warning: 
Plot information to follow! She con¬ 
veniently neglects to mention that 
a third person lives in the house 
where her client’s friend was mur¬ 
dered so that her detective, Tally, 
can be surprised and put in faux 
jeopardy. That’s cheating, and un¬ 
worthy of her earlier novel. She 
gives an editorial writer a byline 
(note: editorials don’t have bylines) 
so the writer can be identified and 
killed. Cheating again. A subplot 
concerning Tally’s romance with 
Katie is given seriously short shrift, 
as is the secondary plot concerning 
a serial killer. Characters are one¬ 
dimensional and largely forget¬ 
table. Do yourself a favor and flee 
from No Escape. 

Shoptalk 

Kate Calloway keeps churning 
out her Cassidy James mysteries, 
and I continue not to understand 
why. Her latest efforts have all the 
problems of her earlier novels, with 
the troubling addition, in 5th 
Wheel, of brutality so graphic that 
the novel should carry a warning 
label. Calloway continues to make 
glaring errors in procedure, in fact,

A n optimistic person by na¬ 
ture, I pick up a book antic¬ 
ipating a good reading ex¬ 
perience. Every book doesn’t have 
to be Dostoevsky; truth be told, 
I’d prefer none was Dostoevsky. A 
book that entertains, challenges, 
amuses — that’s what gratifies 
me. When an author has pleased 
before, I yearn for even better, but 
am satisfied with just as good. 
When a writer has consistently 
been substandard, I am always 
hopeful that this is the break¬ 
through book, the one that suc¬ 
ceeds on every level. With some, 
the hope is success at any level... 
an interesting character ... a well- 
turned phrase ... something ... 
anything. Then, of course, there 
are these wretched offerings, for 
which far too many trees were 
sacrificed in vain. Ugh. 


No Escape is the unworthy se¬ 
quel to No Witnesses, Nancy 
Sanra’s first novel, and is a lame 
excuse for fiction of any kind. I’m 
not a stickler for accurate details 
if the narrative is compelling, but 
when it is not, I start to notice the 
minor and major discrepancies. 
Sanra used to live in the Bay Area, 
but she’s clearly using memories 
as a substitute for research.

one of the patients. Just about the 
only thing Cassidy doesn’t do is 
run a newspaper ad identifying 
the patients and asking for infor¬ 
mation about them, but of course, 
she used a newspaper ad in a pre¬ 
vious novel and wouldn’t want to 
repeat herself.

At a party with 
friends, for example, the talk natu¬ 
rally turns to shop, as several of the 
guests work in law enforcement. 
When asked if the FBI has done a 
profile on a killer, Martha, a cop, re¬ 
sponds: “They’re just now getting 
around to admitting that it might 
be a serial killer. I guess one woman 
wasn’t enough.” Well, wouldn’t it 
take more than one victim for 
someone to be a serial killer? 

My guess is that Calloway has 
no information whatever about 
graduate school or graduate the¬ 
atre programs. I suspect this be¬ 
cause she sets 5th Wheel in a the¬ 
atre department and lets her dyke 
dick, Hopalong — sorry, I meant 
Cassidy — pose as a teaching as¬ 
sistant. The errors around both 
TAs and Theatre departments are 
legion, but my favorite involves 
her having the Theatre depart¬

6th Sense is less brutal than 5th 
Wheel but no less a pain to read.

Maggie, a therapist, hires Cassidy 
to investigate her therapy patients 
to find out if one of them is a 
killer. Maggie can’t go to the police 
with her concerns because of con¬ 
fidentiality requirements, but she 
seems to think (I suspect the APA 
would disagree) it’s OK to breach 
her patients’ confidences with a 
private eye. Cassidy’s first move is 
to give the patients’ names to a cop 
friend of hers (the self-same police 
officer who complained about the 
one-victim serial killer in the fifth 
novel); her second move is to put 
a listening device in the home of

(Moira Shearer), to the sound- 
stage with the promise of a screen 
test, Lewis forces her to dance her¬ 
self into a near orgasmic frenzy 
before he pokes her in the neck 
with his shiv and shoves her body 
in a steamer trunk. Seconds be¬ 
fore he skewers her, Lewis dis¬ 
abuses the suddenly fearful Vivian 
of any notion that she will be res¬ 
cued from this dream factory 
turned deathhouse: “The red light 
is on,” Lewis says of the blinking 
safety light just outside the sound- 
stage door. “They won’t dare come 
in.” 

Blind trust 

Only one person in Peeping 
Tom knows that Lewis is mad, 
Helen’s blind mother (Maxine 
Audley), who sits in a chair all day 
slamming back bourbon and lis¬ 
tening to her surroundings, which 
for some time now have included 
the almost nonstop, monotonous 
drone of Lewis’ projector over her 
head. “All this filming can’t be 
healthy,” she tells Lewis. “You need 
help.” 

Clearly he does, but what 
about the rest of us? The question 
hangs over the film’s final scene 
like a sloppy waiter’s thumb in a 
bowl of chicken soup. In this tour 
de force sequence, Helen goes to 
Lewis’ chamber of horrors to drop 
off some notes for their collabo¬ 
ration. Seeing that Lewis isn’t in, 
Helen, succumbing to her own 
snooping impulses, flips on Lewis’ 
projector to see what he’s been up 
to. Though horrified at the sight 
of Vivian’s death throes, Helen 
can’t seem to pull herself away 
from the screen. When Lewis fi¬ 
nally enters and attempts to turn 
the gore off, Helen knocks his 
hand away from the projector. 
“No, don’t turn it off,” she 
screams. “I have to see for myself 
what you’ve done.” 

If Peeping Tom seems at times 
almost inhuman, the problem isn’t 
the acting. The cast is impeccable, 
especially Carl Boehm’s Mark 
Lewis. Handsome in a pretty-boy 
way, Boehm, who would appear 
later in a couple of Fassbinder’s 
more trying efforts, is scarily ap¬ 
pealing throughout, his warm 
smile making him an understand¬ 
able magnet for attractive women. 
Anna Massey, a familiar face from 
PBS movies and Hitchcock’s Fren¬ 
zy, is a perfect sucker, her mix of 
shock, horror and love for the psy¬ 
chotic Lewis ultimately coalescing 
in a touching and sympathetic 
characterization. Moira Shearer’s 
Vivian and Maxine Audley’s blind 
mother are both terrific. 

In her book On Photography, 
Susan Sontag wrote that “to pho¬ 
tograph people is to violate them 
... to photograph someone is a 
sublimated murder, a semblance 
of rape.” Perhaps in 1960, on the 
eve of cinema’s dramatic entrance 
into the realm of the self-reflexive, 
audiences en masse weren’t suffi¬ 
ciently equipped to appreciate a 
film that, to quote critic Jonathan 
Rosenbaum, “equates watching 
movies with killing and fucking.” 
But now we can watch Peeping 
Tom from the point of view of the 
late ’90s, the era of the Monica 
and Bill Show, in which govern¬ 
ment grinded to a halt while sen¬ 
ators talked about “looking into 
Monica’s eyes,” and of TV shows 
with endless footage of people 
being washed away in hurricanes 
or dragged from their cars by po¬ 
lice. It would appear that Powell’s 
film was sickeningly prescient. ▼
